Though 
the Palace authorities had no knowledge of 
his intention, one of the spies managed to 
catch his train and to follow the movements 
of the party when he went to Matanzas. 

This week the surveillance was so strict 
that Mr. Calhoun could not take a cab to the 
Consulate and back to his hotel without 
having detectives rattling in cabs behind 
him. 

Mr. Calhoun gave forcible expression of 
his disgust at this treatment and a promise 
was made thatthe shadows would be called 
off, but this has’ not been done. The only 

difference is that more circumspection is ex- 
ercised. The purpose of the shadowing does 
not relate to Mr. Calhoun, but is to enable 
the authorities to blacklist Cuban sympa- 
_thizers who see him. 

Mr. Calhoun has sought to hear all sides, 
and on his arrival here Gen. Ahumada was 
profuse in assurances that such was the 
desire of the Palace, but the knowledge that 
in future the fact of having been in con- 
refence with President McKinley’s repre- 
sentative may be used against them acts 
as a drawback to those not in sympathy 
with Weyler and the Government. This is 
appreciated by Mr. Calhoun, who does not 
Want to be the cause of men suffering or 

. being persecuted in future. 
“Mr. Calhoun will go back without having 
seen Gen. Gomez or other insurgent lead- 
ers, but he has learned enough to give him

CALHOUN SUPPORTS LEB. 


His Report Said to Agree With That of 
the Consul General. 


HAVANA, Cuba, via Key West, Fla., May 
2%.—Of the two reports understood to have 
been sent from Havana to-day by the com- 
mission investigating the death of pr. Ruiz, 
the one by Mr. Calhoun, who represents the 
United States, and the other by pr. Jose 
Congosto, the Spanish Consul at Philadel. 
phia, who acts for the Spanish government, 
the former will, it is said, agree with the 
Statement of Consul-General Lee that Dr. 
Ruiz died from concussion of the brain, the 
result of violence, after solitary confinement 
of more than 13 days, regardless of his 
treaty righte. 

Consul-General Lee declined at yester- 
day's session of the commission to question 
the witnesses, who were interrogated only 
by the Spanish representative. Consul- 
General Lee will shortly make a report on 
the Rulz case, and Mr. Calhoun will make 
a further report on other matters, such as 
the money question, the state of the insur- 
rection, the condition of American Interests 
and the general suffering due to Captain- 
General Weyler's style of campaign. Con. 
sul-General Lee’s position is just what it 
was in February last. 

He holds that Spain ts responsible, since 
Ruiz died, because he was deprived of his 
treaty rights. The exact facts as to how

A MYSTERIOUS MESSENGER. 


Receives Packets From Commissioner 
Fishback and Departs. 


HAVANA, May 29.—The Commission con- 
ducting the inquiry into the circumstances 
surrounding the death of Dr. Ruiz closed its 
labors at an early hour to-day. A mysterious 
messenger from. Washington came from 
Tampa on the steamer Mascotta this morn- 
ing, but did not land. 

Mr. Fishback, Commissioner accompanied 
by Consul General Lee’s son went on board 
the steamer before she sailed and held a 
brief consultation with the stranger, and it 
is supposed that they delivered to him the 
report of the Commission and other highly 
important dispatches from Consul General 
Lee and Mr. Calhoun to be conveyed to the 
State Department at Washington. The mes- 
senger was registered upon the Mascotte’s 
inward passenger list as H. W. Kimball, 
and the same name appeared on the steam- 
er’s outward list. 

Mr. Jose Congesto, the Spanish Consul at 
Philadelphia, who ‘represented the Spanish ' 
Government in the inquiry, is also under- 
stood to have forwarded a long report to 
Senor De Lome, the Spanish Minister at 
Washington by to-day’s mail.

MOVE TO MEXICO, 


Changes in the Bed of the Rio Grande 
Will Make a Great Difier- 
ence in the City. 


EL.PASO, Tex., May 29.—Thisemorning a 
mass meeting of the citizens of El Paso 
was held to organize for the relief of the 
1,800 destitute people whose homes were 
swept away by the flood.~ Committees 
were appointed to work with the Board 
of Health in taking care of the people and 


to solicit the railroads to unite in efforts 
to shut the flood waters out. 

A tour along the water line this morning 
showed a general fall of eight inches. 
Houses were falling everywhere and among 
the wrecked structures is the Mexican Bap- 
tist Church. There is large amount of 
water going over the main streets and part 
of the streets to the south of the center of 
town. There is about an eighth of an inch 
fall in the river and the water in the Santa 
Fe yards is receding fast. 

People are still moving’vut of the figoded 
d@istricts and employing boats to transport 
their household goods across to the main- 
land, where they can be reached by wagons. 

Fully 2,500 people have been driven from 
their homes in‘this city and East El Paso 
and 2,000 of that number are in destitute 
circumstances. It is impossible at present 
to estimate the damage done by the flood, 
but it is great and especially severe because 
a very large percentage of the sufferers are 
poor laborers, The river has changed its 
course considerably and those who for 
years have watched the antics of the erratic 
Rio Grande say that when the flood recedes

American people. 

The Plate Glass Trust, said Senator Vest, 
controlled nine factories in Pennsylvania, 
two in Indiana and the one at Crystal 
City, in Missouri, These were all the im- 
pertant ones in the United States. The 
factory at Crystal City was in a highly 
prosperous condition until the trust was 
formed about four years ago. Since then 
wages had been reduced enormously, not 
because of any depression in the industry, 
but to aid the trust’s purpose in crushing 
out independent manufacturers and job- 
bers. The plant had also been run in a 
peripatetic, nomadic way and now the 
Plate Glass Trust had induced the Repub- 
licans to put a echedule absolutely prohibi- 
tive as to imports of the higher grades and 
increasing the tax on the lower grades 
used wholly by the plain common people of 
the country, which was nothing short of 
robbery.

without foundation and gave an X-ray 
demonstration of operations on the stomach 
that ts pronounced wonderful. 

It is. generally believed that the small 
caliber bullet of the new army rifles does 
not cause as great injury as the more an- 
client weapon and that the modern arms are 
more humane. 

Dr. Beck took an amputated human leg 
to Governor’s Island and one of the sol- 
}@iers shot at it with a new regulation gun. 
Mffistead of the bullet making one hole, the 
-fay showed it had splintered the bone 


The next X-ray experiment was the explo- 
ration of a man’s stomach, showing the 
physicians exactly what was going on there. 
Dr. Beck filled a rubber tube about six feet 
long with a liquid metal. The composition of 
this is a secret. The tube was thrust down 
the throat of a subject. With the ald of a 
skiograph the physicians could see the com- 
position circle about the walis of the stom- 
ach. This amazed the physicians, but when 
Dr. Beck began manipulating it they were 
delighted to see that all that was going 
on within was made plain to their eyes. 
The effect was like taking a lantern and 
going into-a dark room. The scientists were 
able to explore the seat of most human ills 
perfectly.

To 
know the history 6f the bubonic plague tn 
Bombay one should remember that Bom- 
bay is built on a long, narrow island, like 
New York. But ft ts low, much of it un- 
der water. All the drainage of the city 
has to be pumped out. The sewers reek 
with filth of generations. The last mon- 
soon—the semi-annual ralnstorm—was ex- 
ceedingly heavy ani followed by intense 
heat. The sewage was backed up tn the 
drains, The heat drew up the plague germs, 
First the rats had the plague. The ff 

of the drains drove them up into the 
houses. They spread the scourge. The 
warehouses are blocked with goods that 
can be nelther bought nor sold. Up to the 
time I left @,000 deaths from the plague 
had been recorded. There were other 
deaths, not included fn the record, for the 
first impulse of the native when stricken 
with the disease is to hide from the white 
man. 

“Every native before going to sleep at 
night closes the windows and wraps up his 
head in his loin cloth to keep out the evil 
spirits. Imagine how these unsanitary hab- 
its will breed the disease when Bombay is 
again crowded. 

“The great trouble in giving relief is the 
caste system. There are thousands of 
castes. They may not intermarry or eat 
together. So it is difficult to use native as- 
sistants in helping the sick. Besides there 
are fifty-seven different races in Bombay, 
all more or less hostile. 

“Shortly before the plague was discovered 
some rascal daubed with pitch a beautiful 
white marble statue of Queen Victoria 
which stood in one of the principal squares, 
By reasoning upon this defilement and the 
outbreak of the plague #0 soon afterwards 
the natives promptly concluded that the 
Queen was greatly affronted and that she 
had decreed the following vengeance—200,- 
000 men and women to die of plague and 6,000 
others to have their livers cut out.

The 
country will not support the people. 


“Tl traveled over hundreds of. miles of 
plains, brownish, yellow sun-baked, with- 
out one blade of grass. Gaunt cattle crawl- 
ed about, going through the mo fons 
of grazing. I could not understand. I was 
told that they were digging up the roots of 
the grass that used to rig there. There is 
no water. The river beds are full of dry 
foot prints of men and animals. Every where 
are little jackals running about, waiting. 
Vultures are flying constantly, waiting. 
Whether you ride across the plains in the 
railway cars or on horseback you never g0O 
far without seeing a man squatting under 
a tree, sitting upon his heels, his chin upon 
his knees, his eyes apathetic, his frame so 
gaunt that you wonder how he can Still 
contrive to breathe. He knows that death 
is a matter of a few hours. 

“I¥e makes no protest. He knows that he 
has been robbed or starved by the money 
lender, by the native overseer at the relief 
works and finally ordered to die by the 
Eurasian doctor at the government hospital, 
but he never dreams of complaining. Gener- 
ations of him have been starved and robbed. 
He knows nothing of common honesty 
financially as we understand it. I have made 
a@ inmost careful estimate and I find that.al- 
ready 8,500,000 have died of famine and of 
disease due to famine. I know that these 
figures wil] be strenuously denied by many. 
of the government officials, but I am quite 
convinced of their accuracy. 

“The miss‘'onaries are ee the most 
‘ct good in the relief of famine sufferers. 

‘ presence of such awful suffering it 
is st'll to be remembered that there is more 
than enough grain in India to feed all the 
eterving. The nativesgrain dealers have it 
oil hoarded away in quantities unknown to 
any white man, The poor people cannot buy 
it, therefore they must starve. Perhaps the 
very worst thing that we could do would be 
to send grain to India for free distribution. 
The native grain merchants would im- 
mediately shut down and not sell another 
ound because we had interfered’with the 
aw of supply and demand. The thing to do 
is to send money to the missionaries, in- 
cluding all the sects. The food is hoarded 
in the country, and the starving ones only 
need money to save their lives.” 


RUSSNIAK PEASANTS. 


A Troop of Them En Route to Winni- 
peg to Take Up Laud. 
Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 29.—A party of Russni- 
' ak peasants, the first that ever came to this 
country, passed through New York on their 
way to Winnipeg, where the British Gov- 
ernment has granted them land. 

The Russniaks are the inhabitants of the 
semi-independent Duchy of Bukowina, of 
which the Emperor of Austria ts the heredi- 
tary Archduke. The Duchy lies on the ex- 
treme southeastern corner of the Austrian 
empire. 

The language is a Slav dialect, which fs 
almost identical with little Russian. Their 
religion its a form of Roman Catholicism. 
The party consisted of nine men, ten wom- 
en and twenty-five children. Not one of 
. the men was less than six feet tall and 
two or three were more than seven feet. 
The women were also tall and well formed 
and the children seemed to be healthy and 
intelligent. They are farmers and goat- 
herders, 

The men wore their hair long and clipped 
across the forehead in an old-fashioned 
“bang.’’ They wore tight-fitting trousers 
- of homespun linen, high rawhide boots, 
and sheepskin coats, wide-brimmed straw 
hats, with a bunch of cock’s feathers stuck 
in the left side. Each man wore a wide 
belt of leather, embroidered, from which 
hung pouches containing food, tobacco and 
water. A sheath-knife also was hung from 
the belt. 

The women wore sheepskin coats just like 
the men, and their only other garment was 
‘ of Iinen, with embroidered edges, and reach- 
ing half way between the knee and ankle. 
‘ The legs were bare and on the feet were 
heavy rawhide shoes. Their head-dress was 
_ Of white linen, somewhat similar to that 
worn by Turkish women, and with a long 
veil flowing over the shoulders. Most of 
the children were barefooted and wore only 
a single sleeveless garment of white linen.

LIEUT. PEARY WILL GET THERE 
IF IT TAKES TEN YEARS. 


HE OUTLINES ‘HIS PLANS, 


He Will Take Native Eskimo Drivers 
‘From Station to Station and 
Then Make a Dash. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 29.—Lieut. Peary to- 
day talked about his proposed expedition 
to make a sure thing of reaching the North 
Pole even if the effort shall extend over 
ten years and cost $150,000. 

He has secured a five-year leave of ab- 
sence from the navy, and a promise of the 
necessary financial backing. His plan em- 
bodies the so-called ‘“‘station plan,” and a 
dash, with light sledges and skilled Eskimo 
drivers, over the shortest line possible 
to the apex of the earth as the crowning 
effort. 


Lieut. Peary said: ‘“‘I propose to take some 
of the Eskimo living around Whale 
Sound, whom I know personaly, from sev- 
eral years’ sojourn in théir midst, and colon- 
ize them .on the Greenland coast’ further 
north. -f know from my..own experience 
that if they have their families with them 
and the assurance of plenty-to eat, they will 
be contented anywhere on the Greenland 
coast without regard to latitude, and how 
much more valuable are their services there 
than would be the best efforts of untrained 
white men. When it comes to driving dogs 
and handling sledges in. rough ice, did any 
one ever see any white man who could com- 
pare in skill with an Eskimo?” 

“Take Nansen’s experi®nce, for instance,”’ 
said Peary. ‘If he had had such dog drivers 
as are known among the Esquimaux, don’t 
you think he could have made two miles for 
every ane he actually did accomplish?’’ 

“You know,’’ said Peary, ‘Show the Es- 
kimo is trained to sledge work. The first 
toy the baby boy has is a dog whip and 
when he sits naked on h‘s mother’s lap his 
earliest sport is to practice with his little 
whip on the pupples.”’ 

“Some polar expeditions have taken two. 
or three Eskimo men to the far North 
in order to utilize their skill as dog drivers, 
but in every case they nave had great 
trouble to make these savage auxiliaries 
contented as the months rolled by and they 
began to feel the loneliness of their condi- 
tion, separated so long from their homes 
and families. 

Their domestic tiles are very strong, and 
they feel such separation much more keen- 
ly than do white people, with their superior 
education and greater resources for 
amusement and recreation. Hall, Hayes, 
Greely and others have told how sometimes 
their Eskimo assistants have become 
temporarily insane, and have started back 
to reach their homes, though the distance 
was so great that. they would certainly 
have perished had they not been pursued 
and brought back. t was not insanity 
with these poor fellows; it was simply 
homesickness. 

Peary proposes to take the families of his 
assistants with them and keep them at the 
stations, where the women will be found of 
inestimable value in making and mending 
the skin clothing which is the ideal habili- 
ment for Arctic winter weather wear. 

Peary said: ‘‘When Nansen and others 
say that woolen clothing is better than 
reindeer skin garments, I believe it is be- 
cause they do not know; they have not 
used a skin clothing or they would have 
found how vastly superior it is. I say, 
agdin, that the nearer we approach the 
Eskimo methods fn their country the bet- 
ter off we are.”’ 

“Have you decided upon your plan of 


work as yet?’’ 

“Only in a general way. As I have al- 
ready stated shall make a preliminary 
trip this summer to the neighborhood of my 
old headquarters itn Whale Sound to select 
from among my friends there the hunters 
and families to take North with me next 
year. I have the confidence of these people, 
and I also know J can depend upon them. 
They will have a year to make a co'lection 
of walrus and reindeer meat and skins for 
clothing, and they will be assembled at a 
point to be established when I arrive next 
year, s0 as to cause as little delay at that 
time as possible. I will then endeavor to 
push as far North as Sherard Osborne Fjord, 
and there establish my permanent camp, 
which may be reached each-year by a relief 
ship. 

“During next summer, and when possible 
later in the season, I will work northward 
and leave stations at prominent points, and 
my final station will be at the last point of 
land I find. This, of course, has not yet been 
reached, as when Brannerd and Lo: kwood 
reached their furtherest point north they 
saw the land still stretching away toward 
the northeast. From that station I shall 
make my dash for the pole, and should I 
be favored with good weather and good 
luck, I may be able to return home in the 
fall of 1899. But you know how uncertain 
the conditions are in the north from one 
season to another, and if I do not find them 
favorable in 1898 I will have to wait another 
year, and may be another, But I shall re- 
main until I do get an opportunity, -.no 
matter how long it takes.’’ 

“I don't suppose.you will attempt to lo- 
cate any stations on the ice after you reach 
the northern limit of land?” 

“Na. What use would they be? I believe 
that the ice even at the pole ts constantly 
moving, just as it moves further South. 
That is the obstacle In the way of carrying 
out the popular idea of continuing stations 
to the very pole itself. 

“Mrs. Peary will accompany me this year, 
but will not go with the expedition next 
year.”’ 

This is In brief Lieutenant Peary’s plan 
as far as determined, and the reasons for 
its adoption that have suggeeted them- 
selves during his long continued and re- 
markable Arctic experience. |

SULTAN PLAYING 
A DOUBLE GAME. 


FLATTERING THE POWERS, BUT 
HOLDING ON TO THESSALY. 


GLADSTONE’S VOICE HEARD. 


Speaks Bitterly of Germany’s Support 
of Tyranny and Contemp: of 
. Humanity and Justice.

LONDON, May 29.—The negotiations at. 
Constantinople have entered upon the an- 
xious stage, owing to doubts as to the real 
intentions of the Sultan, whether he means 
to resume the war or not. A spirit of con- 
ciliation is shown at the Vildiz Kiosk to- 
wards the Ambassadors, but the Turkish 
Government is playing a double game and 
is inciting public opinion secretly to oppose 


the abandonment of Thessaly. The Sultan 
affects to be greatly afraid of the Islamic 
party and the attitude of the Grand Vizier 
as shown by the report which he presente 

to the Sultan on Saturday, urging that the 
whole of Islam is fully determined to retain 
Thessaly, and tendering his resignation in 
case Abdul Hamid differed with these 
views, has strengthened the suspicion that 
the Sultan is prepared to plead that Islamic 
pressure is the reason for not yielding to 
the powers. 

Advices from Thessaly show that agents 
of the Turkish Government have been cal}. 
ing upon the Thessal'an Mussulmans and 
Spanish Hebrews. to protest against evacu- 
ation of Thessaly, and that the few Greeks 
who have not fled dare not refuse to join 
in the movement,

Germany’s attitude throughout the crisis 
has brought forth anoehtr denunciation 
from Mr. Gladstone, who, writing to Mr. 
Poultney Bigelow with reference to the lat- 
ter’s history of the German struggle for 
liberty says: -‘“‘*The union and consolidation 
of Germany was a great work, favorable, 
we all hope, to the peace of Europe. There 
remains, however, something more to be 
desired, namely, that the Government may 
cease to misrepresent the nation by basin 
its foreign policy on support of tyranny an 
contempt of humanity and justice.”’ 

No confirmation has yet been received of 
the news contained in a djspatch from Con- 
stantinople to the Morning Post of this 
city, saying the embassies there have re- 
ceived word from their respective ministers 
at Athens that the position of the Greek 
royal family is so critical that the King is 
practically barricaded in his palace and is 
making preparations to leave Athers in 
order to escape the fury of the populace. 

Advices received from Athens say, how- 
ever, that elaborate measures have been 
taken to preserve order. Beside the regu- 
lar police and gendarmes a civil guard has 
been recruited rom the most trusted citi- 
zens. Consequently with the presence of 
the foreign warships at Phalerum, it is not 
thought that any Tevoltttionary movement 
in Athens could succeed. In the provinces, 
howéver, a very bad condition of affairs 
exists. The criminals who were released 
from the Thessaliah prisons, on the eve 
of the Turkish occupation, have formed 
themselves intO bands and are pillaging 
right and left. The efforts made to cope 
with them have proven fruitless.

WAS EXPECTED, 


WIEDER PAINT CO.’S ESFABLISH- 
MENT GONE UP IN SMOKE. 


FLAMES WERE FED BY OIL. 


Big Hot Blaze on Morgan and Main 
Streets Creates the Customary 
Excitement. 


Policeman Bourke of the Fourth District 
and Private Watchman Barney Kleborn 
saw a blaze in the engine room of the Wie- 
Ger Paint Co., 801 North Main street, at 10:40 
o'clock last night. 

Knowing the inflammable nature of the 
stock in the building they turned in two 
alarms before leaving the box. 

Before the department arrived the flames 
had crept along the oil-soaked floors with 
lightning-like rapidity. Before a stream of 
water was turned on, the four floors of the 
building were in flames. 

Water had no effect on the inflammable 
material. The building was stocked from 
cellar to roof with turpentine, naphtha and 
paint oils. The firemen took their lives in 
their hands when they stood in the narrow 
street to handle their nozzles. 

Squads of police held back the curious 


crowds. It wasn’t a difficult task for those 
who learned of the character of the build- 
ing on fire were anxious to keep out of 
harm's way. 

Five minutes after their arrival the fire- 
men saw it was hopeless to attempt to save 
the paint company. They exerted their ef- 
forts to keep the flames from spreading in- 
to the Missouri Lamp Co. on the east and 
the Keystone Manufacturing Co. on the 
south of the burning building. 

The explosions feared by the fireenen came 
within ten minutes after the blaze had 
broken through the windows and roof. 

There was a sudden puff of flame. A 
column of fire shot up into the sky and 
dissolved in a brilliant shower of sparks. 
But the walls stood the shock and from that 
moment the flerceness of the fire began to 
decline. 

In half an hour everything tn the Wieder 
Paint Co. building was licked up clean and 
nothing left stanc ing but the four walls. 

The contents of the building are a total 
loss. It is said to be only _par- 
tially insured, as underwriters were shy of 
accepting such a risk. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery, al- 
though its discovery in the engine room 
leads to the inference that it started from 
waste. 


The building occupied by the Wieder Paint 
Co. is located at Morgan and Matin streets 

is one of the landmarks of old 8t. 
Louis. It was built as early as 1815 and 
Was used for a church. Later new stories 
were added and it became a tobacco ware- 
house, notable as the scene of many social 
functions, rticularly church fairs and 
charity balls, in the days when society was 
simpler than now. 

An amusing feature of these society events 
of the early '50’s was that the Floor Com- 
mittee would have recourse to sprinkling 
cans after each dance to allay the snuff 
that dancing feet pressed out of the crevices 
of -the floor.

TWICE NEAR DEATH. 


Frank Claus’ Persistent Effcrts to 
Commit Suicide. 


It is not quite the customary thing for a 
man to make two attempts on his life with 
only an hour’s intermission, but that Is the 
record made last night by Frank Claus, 1226 
North High street.

The police carted Claus to the Dispensary, 
where Dr. Lipppe made an examination and 
forwarded him to the City Hospital. It 
is the doctor’s confidential opinion that 
Claus was suffering from hysteria, superin- 
duced by too much mother-in-law. 


POSTAL CONGRESS. 


Several Modifications Made in Agree- 
ments Regarding Charges. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 29.—The Unl- 
versal Postal Congress held another full 
session to-day and disposed of several ith- 
portant measures, The Congress raised the 
limit of value to be allowed and payable 


on parcels sent by post to 1,000 francs ($200) 
instead of 600 francs, as at present, The 
report on international money orders was 
discussed and a reduction made of one-half 
of the present tax which is 1 per cent on 
all money orders above 100 francs. 

An official statement was given out to- 
day reciting that the principal modifica- 
tions made by this congress of the con- 
vention signed in Vienna in 1891 and which 
will be replaced on January 1, 1899, by the 
treaty just agreed upon are as follows: 

First, the taxes on territorial and mari- 
time transit are to be gradually lessened 
every two years and the abatement of these 
expenses will be considerably simplified. 

Second, international postal cards not 
prepaid will pay a double tax in place of 
assessing letter postage rates, thus reduc- 
ing the fee for letters not perpaid from ten 
cents to four cents. 

Third, samples of merchandise are al- 
lowed in exchanges with countries of the 
Union up to 350 grammes in place of 250 
grammes as heretofore. 


AFTER MORE CASH 


Baltimore and Ohio Receivers Want to 
Issue More Certificates. 


BALTIMORE, Md., May 29.—The re- 
ceivers of the Baltimore & Ohio Rallroad 
Co. will apply to the United States Court 
next week for authority to issue $680,000 ad- 
ditional receivers’ certificates. The certi- 
ficates will bear interest at rate of 5 per 
cent. They will be a lien prior to mort- 
gage and also to the $5,000,000 6 per cent re- 
ceivers certificates issued June 1, 1896, 

It is understood that they will be a lien 
on gross earnings and will be retired by 
annual payments, not to exceed $200,000 out 
of gross earnings. The obligations will be 
turned over to the Carnegie Steel Co. of 
Pe peed in payment for the 40,000 tons of 
steel rails recently purchased by the re- 
ceivers. It is understood that the Carnegio 
company has always negotiated the sale of 
the certificates through a Baltimore ftinan- 
cial institution. 

The issue of additional receivers’ certifi- 
cates will be spor ey opposed by the 
bondholders and the indications are that a 
stubborn legal battle will begin waen the 
receivers file their application in tre United 
States Court. 


NOT A MANATEE. 


James Gordon Bennett’s Sen Cow Is 
Just a Cow.

NEW YORK, May 29.—James Gordon 
Bennett’s sea-cow will sail for Europe to- 
morrow with her owner and friends on his 
steam yacht Namouna, 

Although she is a sea-cow, she must not 
be confounded with the Manatee.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 29.—’Squire 
Frank Osborne, a prominent farmer, was 
shot and instantly killed by J. J. Barber, 


Car Inspector of the Chattanooga, Rome 
and Columbus Railroad,at Crawfish Sarings, 
in Chickamaypga Park, this morning. A 
bitter feud had existed between the two 
men for several years, and the disastrous 
end'ng was not unexpected. Osborne was 
in Smith's store when Barber walked in. 
Osborne tmmediately commenced cursing, 
and, deliberately drawing a big pocket-kn'fe, 
and picking up a plow-point, advanced on 
Barber. he latter hesitated, as if un- 
decided, and then, drawing a revolver, shot 
five times, every bullet striking Osborne in 
some vital spot.

PUBLICANS TO THE WALL, 


BUT THE TRUSTS WON OUT. 


Senator Morgan Made Some Stinging 
Criticisms of the House 
of Representatives. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.,-The Senate re- 
sumed its work at noon to-day with the 
usual calm prevailing, notwithstanding the 
stormy events of yesterday. 

Mr. Mills of Texas secured consideration 
for a joint resolution authorizing the Sec- 
retary of War to use rations for the relief 
of destitute persons in the district over- 
flowed by the Rio Grande River near El 
Paso, Tex., and appropriating $10,000 for this 
purpose. Mr. Mills read a telegram from 
the Mayor and city officers of El Paso say- 
ing that 500 houses had been destroyed, that 
3,000 people were destitute and that the con- 
dition was beyond the power of local relief. 
The joint resolution was then passed. 

The tariff bill was then taken up on mo- 


tion of Mr. Aldrich, who called up the par- 
agraphs relating to china, crockery, porce- 
lain, etc., which had been passed over. Mr. 
Aldrich, in behalf of the committee, with- 
drew the Senate amendments to paragraphe 
90 and 91, and stated that the House sched- 
ules would be allowed to stand. 

Mr. Jones of Arkaneas objected to partial 
consideration of the china schedule and it 
was finally agreed to let the entire schedule 
go over. 

The bill was then considered from the 
point reached yesterday, viz, paragraph 100. 
An agreement was reached striking out the 
provision that all fluted, rolled, ribbed or 
rough plate glass when ground or other- 
wise obscured shall be subject to the same 
rate of duty as finished cast polished plate 
glass unsilvered. 

On the paragraph as to unsilvered cast 
polished plate glass, small size. Mr. Jones 
of Arkansas, moved to reduce the rate from 
8 cents to 5 cents per square foot. In this 
connection Mr. Jones declared that the in- 
crease of duty on all classes of plate glass 
was astounding. In one case, he said, tho 
sale was increased 83.per cent. above the 
high rate from contract, which, he asserted, 
had been repudiated by the people because 
of its high rates. This was an attempt to 
raise the price of mirrors used in cheap 
furniture for poor people, while the large 
Size glass, used by people of wealth, had its 
rates reduced. 

This was the peculiarity of the whole bill. 

When Mr. Jones referred to the enormous 
dividends declared by the plate glass trust, 
Mr. Platt of Connecticut stated that no 
dividends had been declared in the last 
three "years. 

Mr. Vest of Missour! added that the en- 
tire plate glass trade with a few (rifling ex- 
ceptions was controlled by the combine 
which met annually at Pittsburg, fixing 
rates, etc. 

Mr. Jones presented a statement showing 
that the plate glass combination had made 
profits of about $2,500,000 in twenty-two 
months on a capital of $2,000,000. 

Mr. Quay of Pennsylvania read a letter 
ems (the Pittsburg Plate Glass Co. declar- 
ing that any statements that it was a trust 
or combine in trade were untrue. 


Senator Quay made a motion this 
afternoon to adjourn over Monday in honor 
of Decoration Day. The motion was dis- 
cussed at some length, a number of Repub- 
licans saying they thought the tariff bill 
should be pressed, The Democrats sup- 
ported the motion 

Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky asked if the ex- 
istence of a trust, to control the trade, was 
7 oe a good reason for withholding. protec- 
tion. 

“I deny most emphatically,”’ Mr. Aldrich 
replied, ‘‘that there is any combination to 
control a or to limit production or to 
do anything else that is generally under- 
stood as a restraint of trade.’’ 

Mr. Vest pointed out what he considered 
a pecullar feature of-the readjustment that 
the rates were increased of the grades in 
common use and decreased on grades used 
by a favored class. 

Mr. Caffery of Louisiana spoke against 
the committee rates. 

Mr. Chilton of Texas also spoke against 
the committee rates. 

The debate of Mr. Jones’ first amendment 
to the plate glass echedule lasted over two 
hours, and then on a yea and nay vote, the 
amendment was defeated by 21 to 29. 

The vote was a party one, the Democrats 
for and the Republicans against the amend- 
ment. Messrs. Heitfeld and Pettigrew 
voted with the Democrats, and Jones of 
Nevada with the Republicans. Mr. Quay 
proposed at this point that an understand- 
ng be reached as to adjourning over Mon- 
d when Decoration Day will 
brated. 

Mr. Chandler added his approval to the 
fair way in which the Democratic side was 
allowing the bill to proceed. 

Mr. Aldrich answered that he felt bound 
to urge the tariff bill at every possible 
hour, and he did not approve of the loss 
of Monday for debate. 

Mr. Frye of Maine said that the highest 
exhibition of patriotism on the part of the 
Senate would be to remain in. session’ Mon- 
day, and he believed every Union soldier 
would approve this course. 

Mr. Morgan began to speak on the desira- 
bility of encouraging the patriotic spirit 
of the people, for, he said, we were not 
through with our wars and we would have 
need of all the patriotic impulses of our 
people, 


Mr. Morgan then diverged to a severe 
criticism of the inaction of the House of 
Representatives which speedily brought pro- 
tests and threatened a serious contest. He 
enumerated the important measures passed 
by the Senate and unacted upon in the 
House and the failure to appelnt House 
committees. It had come to the point, he 
saiu, when the representatives of the peo- 
ple in the other House were convened and 
dispersed by an automatic resolution which 
worked like,a door, opening and closing to 
the representatives of the people. 

Here Mr. Frye of Maine said the Alabama 
Senator was exceeding to a slight degree 
the proprieties of debate in criticising the 
procedure in the other branch of Congress. 

Mr. Morgan answered that he should be 
congratulated that his offense was slight, 
as the evil required severe treatment. 

Mr. Morgan went on with his severe ar- 
raignment of the conditions in the House 
of Representatives. It had so vacated it- 
self, abandoned its duty, that there was a 
grave question, Mr. Morgan said, whether 
Congress Was now in session. It was a 
shocking outrage on the Goternment and 
the people of the United States and brought 
the Congressmen into deserved and sov- 
ereign contempt. Here were hundreds of 
Representatives ‘‘chewin the cud” and 
atanding around. The Congress of the 
United States was dishonoring itself by as- 
senting to such a wrong. his course, he 
said, was all in the interest of the tariff 
bill, and one man commanded “Pass this 
bill. Stand and deliver.” Popular repre- 
sentation in the House of Representa- 
tives was dead, Mr. Morgan exclaimed, 
and when popular representation was dead, 
the rights of the people were dead. 

At this point an exciting incident oc- 
curred. 

Mr. Hale, interposed a point of order 
against Mr. Morgan’s language, saying that 
the Alabama Senator was violating a funda- 
mental rule as to refraining from criticism 
of a co-ordinate legislative body. 

The chair was temporarily occupied by 
Mr, Gallinger of New_ Hampshire, who 
promptly requested Mr. Morgan to take his 
seat pending a determination of the ques- 
tion of order. 

Mr. Morgan resumed hig seat. 

Mr. Gallinger, from the chair, ruled that 
the point of order wa’ well taken and the 
e+ ed from Alabama should proceed in 
order.

Carelessness in Two Departments 
Sought to Be Concealed When It 
Was Brought to Light. 


A few days ago the Post-Dispatch told 
how the Poorhouse had been conducted 
for a year by a staff of employes, few, if 
any, of whom had ever qualified for the 
positions which they held. 

It was discovered yesterday that almost 
the entife office force of Health Commis- 
sioner S#tarkloff, the Dispensary physicians 
and ambulance drivers and the employes 
of the sanitary division have not only been 


drawing salaries for a year and over with- 
out having qualified, but without their ap- 
pointments being even on file in the Regts- 
ter’s office. 

The publication of the Poorhousge story 
caused Health Commissioner Starkloff to in- 
vestigate. He found that not one of his 
subordinates except a few recently appointed 
had even qualified. 

By ‘his direction they were all notified to 
do so. When they began to call at the 
Registers’ office there was more trouble. 
None of the appointments could be found. 

There was a hasty conference and it was 
decided, to avoid complications, it would be 
best to reappoint the whole outfit. 

This was done and the Board of Health 
at last Monday’s meeting confirmed them. 
The fact was not made known to the news- 
paper representatives. 

The same secrecy was observed in the 
office of Register Besch. The list of ap- 
pointments was not put im the ‘“‘daily record 
of documents filed.”’ 


A Post-Dispatch reporter discovered that 
the appointments had been made by look- 
ing through the oath book yesterday after- 
noon. 

Deputy Gutweiler was asked why they had 
been suppressed. 

“Oh,” he said, ‘‘they were only reappoint- 
ments. I didn’t suppose you would want to 
see them.”’ 

“Did Dr. Starkloff request that they be 
withheld from the newspapers?” 


Register Besch was not in. The suppasi- 
tion is that he suppressed the facts, as in 
the case of Fred Swaine, as a matter of 
‘“‘personal accommodation.”’ 

t is understood that the state of things 
was brought about by the negligence of 
Tobias Mitchell, the former clerk of the 
Board of Health. He should have sent the 
appointments to the Register and notified 
the appointees to appear and qualify. 

Dr. Starkloff denied that Mr. Mitchell was 
responsible. “It was just ‘a little clerical er- 
ror,” he said, airily, ‘‘which was corrected 
as soon as discovered.” 

‘How was it discovered?’ 

“Attention was called to it py the articles 
in the Post-Dispatch. But it was really not 
necessary for them to qualify.”’ 

“Why are they directed to do so now?” 

“Simply because the Post-Dispatch has 
drawn attention to the matter.”’

FRANK HASTINGS DEAD. 


Was Secretary of the Hawaiian Lega- 
tion at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—Mr. Frank P. 
Hastings, Secretary of the Hawaiian Lega- 
tion, who was taken suddenly ill at the re- 
ception given at the White House to the 
Postal Congress delegates on the 19th of 
this month, died this afternoon. 


Mr. Hastings was born at Callas, Maine, 
on the 2ist of May, 1852. He came to Wash- 
ington while quite a young man and ob- 
tained a position in the partment of 
State where he remained until] 1877 when he 
was sent to Honolulu as permanent Ameri- 
can Vice Consul. He resigned’ after several 
years’ service to engage in pusiness and was 
afterward connected with the foreign of- 
fice both under the monarchy and the pro- 
visional Governmetn. In he came to 
Washington as Secretary of the Hawatian 
Legation and was here in that capacity un- 
til his death although a great part of the 
time he served as harge d’Affaire. He 
leaves a widow and an infant daughter.

JAPAN ART IS ALL NEW. 


All Her Methods Up to Eighty Years 
Ago Were Borrowed From 
the Chinese. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 29.—Marquis Ito, who 
gailed to-day to attend the Queen’s jubilee, 
was at the banquet attended by the Japan- 
ese Minister, the Secretaries of Legation, 
the Consul, and merchants of New York in 
the Waldorf last night. 

The guests listened with deference to the 
Marquis, who spoke almost constantly. 
There had been an interchange of gifts, 
which were subjects of interminable con- 


versation. Among them was a gown of 
crepe of Yeddo, embroidered in gold and 
silk on pigeon-throat colored background 
in tints beginning and finishing with violet, 
and a strip of black velvet on which was 
embroidered a double, knotty bamboo 
branch. The originality of this embroid- 
ery consisted in the liberality of the de- 
sign, and in the opposition, hardly percep- 
tible. of green gold leaves with red gold 
stems. There was a panel of lacquer, on 
which was a branch of magnolia in bloom 
in a vase of green bronze, studded with 
gold. The flowers were carved in ivory and 
the buds in fragments of jade almost 
transparent. There were four or five kake- 
monos, bands of gauze painted in water 
colors. Marquis Ito talked learnedly about 
every one of these objects of art.

Even music 
and the dance were introduced from Kudara 
by Minashi, after he Was naturalized as a 
Japanese. Do you wonder then at our love 
for everything modern?” 

Marquis Ito said: “‘Bronzes soft as wax, 
paintings true to nature, embro‘deries that 
are tender pictures, delicate iron carvings— 
all art of Japan that artists care for—ts 
less than e'ghty years old.”

THE TRIAL 0 
HEAR VON TAUSCH, 


ROTTENNESS OF BERLIN’S SECRET 
POLICE SHOWN. 


ALL THE TRUTH NOT TOLD. 


Virtual Defeat of the Government on 
the Law of Association’s 
Bill. 


RERLIN, May 29.—The trial of Herr von 
Tausch, the former Chief of the Secret Po- 
litical Police, gharged with perjury, treason 
and forgery, which began on Monday last 
and continued through the week, monop- 
olizes public attention. The proceedings will 
last at least for another week. Though a 
number of revelations have been made, 
showing the rottenness and moral turpitude 
of the Berlin secret police, there {s a gen- 
eral impression that much interesting in- 
formation has been withheld by Von Tausch 


and by Baron Von Luetzow, the chief wit- 
ness against him, especially regarding ithe 
intrigues of high dignitaries to “‘queer’ a 
number of past and present Ministers. 

The nrestding judge repeatedly expressed 
indignation at the network or corruption 
and baseness disclosed by the depositions of 
the defendants. Von Luetzow admits that 
the names of well known citizens were 
frequently forged to receipts for money re- 
ceived as compensation for service. Von 
Tausch said the police commissioners 
necessarily had to shield the criminal acts 
of their subordinate agents; otherwise no 
police commissioner could accomplish any- 
thing. 

The prisoner revealed a number of damag- 
ing incidents against the owners and 
editors of Berlin mei ge Herr Schwein- 
berg, the owner of a Berlin newspaper, was 
charged with mec tng * an annual bribe of 
30,000 marks from the Disconto Society. 

it was also elicited that Norman Schu- 
mann, who was implicated in the scandal 
which resulted in Von Luetzow being 
sentenced to sixteen months’ imprisonment, 
in December last, was paid by Von Tausch 
for insinuating make-believe inquiries into 
the authorship of scurrilous articles and 
for accusing innocent persons of writing 
them. 


The government's virtual defeat in the 
diet on the law of association's bill has 
aroused considerable interest in  Parlia- 
mentary circles as to whether Prince Ho- 
henlohe and the Cabinet will survive it, 
The resignations of Prince Hohenlohe, the 
Imperial Chancellor, Baron Marschall von 
Bieberstein, the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, and Dr. von Boetticher, the Imperial 
Secretary of State for the Interior, are still 
in the Emperor’s hands, and just no wit is 
said that Dr. Miquel, the.

PROOFS LACKING. 


But Strong Suspicions of Vor Tausch 
Expressed in Court. 


BERLIN, May 29.—When the trial of Herr 
Von Tausch, the former Chief of the Secret 
Political Police, charged with perjury, trea- 
son and forgery, was resumed to-day, the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, Baron Mar- 
schall Von Bieberstein, was examined by 


the prosecution. He explained the relations 
which formerly existed between the For- 
eign Office and the Political Police, but 
which were broken off. When it became 
known that Normann-Schumann, one of the 
newspaper men implicated, had personally 
written articles in the Saale Zeitung 
against the new regime, a warrant was 
issued for his arrest at the request of the 
witness. 

The Minister of Foreign Affairs said 
it was monstrous to have such a 
man as confidential agent of the Political 
Police. The assertion that the Foreign Of- 
fice had shown animosity towards Von 
Tausch from the first, he said, was quite 
unfounded. 

In conclusion Baron Marschall Von Bieb- 
erstein referred to the suspicion cast upon 
him after the retirement of Herr Von 
Koeller from the post of Minister of the 
Interior and explained that these asper- 
ae had induced him to take vigorous ac- 

.on. 

The public prosecutor declared that Baron 
Marshall's statement like the previous de- 
positions failed to furnish conclusive proof 
that Von Tausch had been at the back of 
Normann-Schumann’s press intr'gues or 
that he was connected with the latter's arti- 
cles. It Gould not be denied, however, that 
there was ground for stron suspicion 
against Von Tausch, but actual proofs had 
not been adduced.

forcements of 200 men had arrived at Bara- 
coa, Province of San Diego de Cuba, recent- 
ly attacked that port, on the outside of 
which is located a hospital. The insurgents 
made their way into some of the streets in 
the farther part of the town and a portion 
of the Spanish garrison left their barracks 
and attacked them. The gunboat Vasco 
Nunez, which was towing a lighter loaded 
with troops bound’ for Duaba, heard the fir- 
ing and leaving the lighter, went toward 
Baracoa and opened fire upon the _ insur- 
gents.

Kings of Wurtemberg and Portugal, Arch- 
duke Franz Ferdinand of Austria and 
Grand Duke Sergius, of Russia, will be 
made Knights of the Garter, and that Prince 
Albert, of Prussia, and Prince Rupert, of 
Bavaria, will be made Knights Grand Cross 
of the Bath. 

The Marquis of Salisbury, the Marquis of 
Tweedale, and the Marquis of Londonderry 
will be made Dukes and Sir John Lubbock 
and Sir:sJohn Gerst will be elevated to the 
peerage. The honor of knighthood will be 
conferred upon hundreds of people, includ- 
ing the Premier of Canada; Mr. Wilfred 
Laurier. Mr. Alfred Harnsworth, proprietor 
of the Daily Mail, and the proprietors of the 
Evening News, and sixteen other journals. 

The jubilee preparations at present are In 
a state of chaos. The Queen has not yet 
finally approved any of the programme. But 
sightseers’ stands are going up at every pos- 
sible place, from the basements to above the 
roofs. Many of the seats are only 2 inches 
wide and are on the faces of steep buildings. 
It is estimated that a million seats now 
line the route, but their sale is not lively 


and prices are falling, as the arriving Ameri- 
cans are not eager to Duy at top prices. 

A genuine fire scare prevails on account 
of the filmey stands erected everywhere. 
An expert who was connected with the fire 
department for 20 years has written a let- 
ter to the newspapers, pointing out the 
danger from fire, and especially to the 
priceless treasures in the national gallery, 
which is now surrounded by a huge pine 
structure, several tons of resinous, wood be- 
ing stacked closely against the building. 


The Duc d@’Alencon, whose wife lost her 
life during the Chari bazaar fire in Paris 
on May 4 last, will, it is said, take holy ord- 
ers and retire to a monastery. 


The Pope has juet completed a Latin 
poem of eighty stanzas, pointing out the 
duties of frugality and the evils of glut- 
tony. The poem is fully of charm and quiet 
humor. The poet pays attention, before all, 
to cleanliness, saying that the table ap- 
pomtwments should be spotless, the glass 
right and the napery tmmaculate. From 
the cellar cemes the purest wine of the 
Albanian Hills, ‘‘which exhilarates the spir- 
its and keeps away trouble.

mous number of poverty stricken and suf- 
fering human beings in the poor quarters 
of this city. Eight hundred thousand pa- 
tients at free dispensaries means 2,200 every 
day in the year! Why send cargoes to In- 
d.a when food is the real medicine these 
poor mortals of New York most need? 


The big clothing strike is drawing to a 
close, if indications be true, and a victory 
for the strikers will likely be the result. 
However, it will be a barren victory, as @& 
few weeks of idleness is almost destruction 
to them. There have been 20.00) men, 
women and children out and on them full 
100.000 persons were dependent. They had 
been earning from $8 to $40 a year and 
were on the verge of starvation.

Some of 
them worked fifteen to eighteen hours a 
day and supported large families. 

These human siaves live in squalor be- 
yond description often.

Proposed Relief Ships of Grain 
for the Famine. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—Senator 
Chandler has received a letter from Georgs 
A. Kittredge concerning the proposed relief 
{expedition for India. 
Mr. Kittredge spent many years in India 
and says, from his knowledge of the cond!- 
tions, the proposed expedition of corn and 
wheat will be impracticable, and that there 
is no organization in India for the dis- 
tribution of food and that the famine dis- 
tricts are scattered from Madras Presiden- 
cy at the south to the Punjab in the north, 
“It would be almost impossible,” he says, 
“to divide a large quantity of grain among 
the needy. The grain would go to India In 
bulk, but there are no elevators there or 
other means of receiving it in that form, 
It must be put into bags, the bags must 
be bought and the grain filled im the bags 
on board the steamer. Apart from the ez- 
pense of the bags, I do not see how the 
bags could be filled in that climate in the 
holds of the steamers. There is the ex- 
pense of sending the grain to India and 
after its arrival at a port the expense of 
railway freight~heavy in India—of sending 
it up country. A theory has been promul- 
gated in India that the plague arose from 


wheat. The result is that no wheat or flour 
will be received itn other parts of India 

Bombay. The authorities in Calcutta have 
forbidden the pocetpt of flour ground at 
four mills at Bomaby. Under ho circum- 
stances, therefore, must the grain be sent 
to Bombay. If, therefore, after its arrival 
in India the plague should break out In 
Calcutta this cm | would be put into the 
same position and the grain would have to 
remain there.

Arthur Zimmerman, the champion rider, 
who during Ris active caraer on the track 
Was admittedly the best in a whole field of 
very good ones, has a word or two to say 
as to the proper relations between a man 
and his machine. Zimmerman says: 

There is a right and wrong way of sitting 
a wheel in racing. No matter how much nat- 
ural ability for racing a man may have it 
can be improved and advanced by a proper 


seat. Years of experience hase taught me 
that this position can be figured out with 
almost mathematical accuracy. One must 
follow the laws of logic and measurement 
and not his own feelings as to comfort 
and correctness. 

In the first place, a man should be seated 
directly over the pedals, or as nearly so as 
possible. By this means a direct dowiward 
drive is permitted and more power can he 
put into the leg movements. If seated far 
back the direction of the legs is in a curve, 
and, as every one knows, this is not the 
shortest distance between two points. The 
whole object of pedaling is to move the 
pedals from the highest position to the low- 
est in the shortest time. ‘To acoempiish this 
one must be directly over the motive power. 
In the latter position one can also gain the 
body power which adds just so much more 
to the speed. 

The proper angle for the arms is well 
inclined, so that the “‘lift’’ comes in as well 
as up. Many men permit the elbows to drop 
outward and lose all the power of the grip 
with the exception of the wrists and _ fore- 
arms. In the correct method the back and 
shoulders are brought into use and the lift- 
ing power is accordingly doubled. As the 
leg is driven down the pull with the arms

The jump is used in sp¥nting and by 
means of it a 2904 man can ride away 
from hig competitors before his escape is 
known. Every possible muscle should be 
used—The back and shoulders to help the 
arms and the whole body to increase the 
leg drive.

A blemish or 
unhealthy organ cannot stand the strain, 

“Racing also affects a man’s tempera- 
ment and teaches him to hold a proper esti- 
mate of his ‘powers. I have oftentimes 
when riding alone grown enthusiastic over 
my chances. I felt that I was fairiv cut- 
ting the wind, but in the race I was forced 
to take second place. Don’t become con- 
ceited over. a few fast trials. Go right on 
training and get as much extra speed as you 
can. In the race you will probably neec it. 

[Ixvery man, of course, has his “off day,”’ 
when, try as he may, speed escapes him 
Don’t become discouraged, but put it down 
to human nature. The temperament which 
keeps as even as possible and does not worry 
over the ups and downs of training will 
usually be the most successful. I don’t 
mean by that that a phlegmatic man makes 
the best racer. On the contrary, a man of a 
nervous disposition who can concentrate all 
his energy quickly will the more often cross 
the finish first. 

In training one should begin by prepara- 
tory work of a light nature and gradually 
increase it. Road riding is the best possible 
means for taking off fat tissues and hard- 
ening one’s muscles, The roughness of the 


riding quickly accustoms the muscles to 
the exercise, and the uneven grades soon 
produce perspiration.

Excelsior Cycle Club, the Mecca 
Wheelmen and the Michaux Club all admit 
women to full membership, with the same 
rights and vrivileges that are accorded to 
the men hey may take part In the club 
runs, have a voice in all questions pertain- 
ing to the policy of the organizations and 
may vote and hold office. In these three 
joint, or coeducational bike clubs, the wo- 
men compose about one-quarter of the full 
membership, and form a potent factor at 
all elections. So far, however, the women 


belonging to them have had only a 
partial taste of real ‘“‘club life.’”’ 
The club joys of smoking room, 
billiard room and bar have been 


denied them, for as yet neither the Mecca, 
the Excelsior nor the Michaux has a club- 
house of its own. Each is more of a social 
organization than anything else. When 
meetings are held, a parlor in some hotel 
is engased; and there the entertainments 
are also held, and the club meets for its 
runs. 

The Harlem Wheelmen {fs the only club 
that so far has honorary women members. 
And the membership at present is limited 
to one. When the club was first started, 
women were admitted to full membership, 
and many of the sisterhood joined. They 
did not take an active interest, however, in 
the growth of the organization, and gradu- 
ally they dropped out and resigned. Two or 
three years ago their numbers had so dwin- 
dled that the club amended its constitu- 
tion and barred women from membership. 
The only honorary member at present is 
Miss Raisbeck, whose father is one of the 
presidents of the Harlem Wheelmen. 

The sisterhood across the bridge fares 
better, and in the Union Cycle Club of 
Brooklyn it has an organization exclusively 
for women. No men,. except on ‘men’s 
days,” are admitted to its erente little club- 
house, and everything connected with the 
organization is managed purely according to 
feminine fancy. 

The Union has always been energetic and 
progressive. It has its own club-house, ar- 
ranges its own runs and has now a mem- 
bership of — than half a hundred, and ig 
still growin 

The L adies® Club of Montclair is another 
organization from which man is forever 
barred. The club has about thirty-five 
members, and every day except Sunday it 
holds club runs to the neighboring Villages. 
All the towns within a radtus of fifteen 
miles from Montclair have been visited 
and the organization is well known 
throughout that picturesque section of New 
Jersey. The Select Few Club of Newark 
is another biking Institution that admits 
women to membership. 

The bicycle clubmen who object to women 
joining their organizations make the same 
objections that they do to their being ad- 
mitted to the franchise. ‘‘They are out of 
lace,’” they say; “the club, with its drink- 
ng, noisy meetings, and loud talk, is no 
place for our wives. 

At ali iertalaibint and club runs, 
however, the sisters are invited, and they | 
have thus obtained a view of club lfe 
— has been withheld from them hereto- 
ore. 

Women have been admitted to full mem- 
bersh'p in the League of American Whee!- 
men for the past two years. Several have 
been appointed local consuls in the various 
State divisions, and last winter for tne 
first time a woman was chosen delegate to 
the national assembly. She represented 
Illinois. Women are also eligibie for full 
membership privileges in the Good Roads 
Association of Brooklyn.

There was a large crowd of farmers in 
at the speakings beside the business, rall- 
road and professional people of the little 
city of beauty and refinement. The audl- 
ence was not confined exclusively to Dem- 
ocrats b yany means. There were a large 
number of Republicans and Populists pres- 
ent. 

Mr. Dockery spoke at night and a 
tremendous audience greeted him and list- 
ened attentively throughout to his masterly 
argument on the financial and tariff issues. 
He told of the extravagant appropriations 
made by the Republicans in Congress, and 
vigorously supported the minority in Con- 
gress on the pending issues. He _ also 
showed the panic originated under Harri- 
son.

lation. They are not even trying to carry 
out a single promise they made to Western 
Republicans. 

They are, however, trying their everlast- 
ing best to carry out one promise, and the 
more they carry it out the worse we Mis- 
sourlans—Democrats, Republicans and 
Populists—will be off. That is the promise 
they made to their masters, the owners 
and proprietors of the Republican party— 
the tariff barons—to put up the price of 
manufactured articles. 

I have been searching all my life for ‘the 
man who would rather work than eat.” [ 
have never found him. I am now looking 
for the man who has seen any evidence of 
McKinley prosperity.

To protect the farmer they levy 2 cents a 

allon on milk to prevent the Canadian 
rom shipping his lacteal fluid to Macon 
County and driving out of business the 
Missour!t cow! Now, surely that’s a boon 
for which the Republican farmer in the 
First District ought to thank Gov. Dingley 
devoutly three times every day. 

They fill the farmer’s heart with joy by 
taxing foreign born eggs 5 cents a dozen. 
That ought to make the American hen 
cackle with delight and set the rooster 
crowing for day at high. noon. 

There isn’t a man in this district that 
ever saw a foreign laid egg unless he has 
been in foreign lands. 

They promise to make the farmer rich 
by taxing foreign straw $1.50 a ton—when 
everybody with two ideas above a Hotten- 
tot knows that the Missouri farmer has 

to burn. 
' This is a delightful scheme to en- 
rich the farmer! 

His cup of joy is to be made to run over 
by a tariff of 15 cents a bushel on corn. 
What do you suppose was the value of all 
the foreign corn brought into the United 
States last year? The munificent sum of 
$484' The tariff collected on that corn Was 
$189.51. I leave the 35,000,000 farmers in the 
United States to divide that $189.51 among 
themselves. The problem goes beyond my 
mathematical powers. 

Now, my Republican brother, who 
brought that handful of corn in? Who 
paid the tariff on it? Why, was it brought 
in? I will tell you. Farmers imported it 
for seed corn—some new variety—and farm- 
ers paid the tariff. Now, you are asked to 
aid in picking your own pockets. 

But they give you a tariff on cornmeal 
—amounting, according to their own fig- 
ures, to $18.46 in twelve months. 

They gave you a tariff of 15 cents per 
bushel on oat, which by their own cipher- 
ing will put just $272 into the Treasury in a 
‘ear, 

‘ Under the Dingley bill on all the wheat 
which its author believes will be imported 
next year there will be paid into the Treas- 
ury $432—and the farmers will have to pay 
even that, for every grain of it will be 
some new fangled sort of seed wheat. 

On the entire estimated crop of buck- 
wheat the duty collected will be $46.33. 

But the chef d’ouvre of the Dingley bill 
to benefit the farmer is the:three cents a 
head tariff on fore'gn-born cabbages. Jerry 
Simpson, a Populist, but a man after my 
own heart, said: ‘“Phis tax of three cents 
a head on cabbages will not bring much 
money into the Treasury; but, if we could 
collect three cents off every cabbage-head 
that voted for McKinley last fall we could 
yay off the national debt and have money 
eft to throw at the birds.’’ 

These items are fair samples of the en- 
tire Dingley bill, which enjoys the peewee: 
and unevitable distinction of bein the 
worst bill that ever passed the ouse 
of Representatives—which is saying a great 
deal. 


THE FINANCIAL QUESTION. 


It is gaid that history repeats itself. 
Grover Cleveland was elected to reform the 
tariff.

POLICE INVADED 
HIS DOMICILE. 


M’CLANAHAWN If SUING 
FOR DAMAGES. 


AN ALDERMAN, A DEFENDANT. 


Man Whose House Was Searched for 
Stolen Goods Wants to Know 
Why It Was.

“The time has come when the law must 
be invoked to prevent arrogant police offi- 
clals from trampling on the rights of cit- 
izens in their homes.”’ 

These words were used ‘by ex-Gov. 
Charles P. Johnson yesterday afternoon in 
discussing the suit filed by Henry McClan- 
ahan against J. A. King, J. C. King, Mrs. 
Anna King and Detectives Samuel Allender 
and James Smith. 

McClanahan’'s suit is for $20,000 damages, 
and it will be an interesting one when it 


comes up for trial, for the courts will be 
called on to determine just how far a 
police officer may intrude on the sanctity 
of the home of a private citizen. The case 
wili be the more interesting from the fact 
that the records of the Criminal Court show 
no justification for the intrusion into Mc- 
Clanahan’s home. 

The records show that earl 
A. King, a member of the 
egates, reported to the police that his home 
at 1301 Washington avenue had been en- 
tered by burglars, who got away with a 
quantity of clothing and qther property 
belonging to him and his wife and his 
cousin, John C. King. 

Detectives Smith and Allender were as- 
signed to work on the case. They ran 
down a number of clews, but finally decided 
that Stephen Wellman might have had 
some connection with the robbery. 

Wellman was living with his uncle, Henry 
McClanahan. 

A few days later the police went to Mc- 
Clanahan’s house and demanded admis- 
sion. When asked what they wanted, they 
said they were there to look for stolen 
goods. 

They went into the house and seized a 
quantity of clothing, which was carted off 
to the Four Courts. Then they arrested 
Wellman and charged him with the theft. 

When the case went to trial, —y 21, it 
cropped out that the detectives had no 
warrants when they searched the McClan- 
ahan house. 

Judge Murphy grew hot under the collar 
and scored the police. He refused to per- 
mit the detectives to testify against Well- 
man. He took the case under advisement 
and discharged Wellman the next day. 
There was no evidence to show that the 
goods seized were stolen or that McClan- 
ahan ever received stolen goods. 

Mr. McClanahan says his reputation has 
been seriously injured by the summary 
action of the police, and he will fight hard 
for damages. That he means to do so is 
evident from the fact that he has retained 
as Attorney Charles P. Johnson and Henry 
S. Shaw.

HAVE WE PROSPERITY?P 

The wobbling Glabe-Democrat has been 
driven to the alternative of admitting 
that its campaign prophecies of a busi- 
ness revival immediately after the elec- 
tion of McKinley were “absurd” and “ri- 
diculous,” or of claiming that its prophe- 
cies have been fulfilled, and that pros- 
perity has come.

Oa a 
AMERICANIZED CHINYFSE. 

An appeal is being sent out by the 
Chinese Equal Rights League of America, 
with headquarters at Chicago.

League appeals to the press to e0-operate 
with it in obtaining the objects for which 
it was formed, 

It is but natural that intelligent Chinese 
who desire to stay in the United States 
and become citizens should feel that in- 
justice has been done them in the passage 
of a law which prevents them from ac- 
quiring rights from which negroes are not 
debarred, The circular and letter form- 
ing the appeal show that the Chinese who 
are making this appeal are intelligent and 
would probably make better citizens than 
thousands of men of other races who now 
have full rights under our laws. 

But, while claiming that the withhold- 
ing of eitizenship rights from Chinese res- 
idents is against the United States Con- 
stitution, the League ought to remember 
that that Constitution was created as a 
bulwark of liberty. It ts tn self-defense 
that the United States has barred out a 
people who, except in rare instances, have 
so far shown that they cannot assimilate 
our institutions or live our life. The 
workingmen of America, who constitute 
the bone and sinew of the nation, object 
to opening the doors to a vast Mongolian 
wave that might ultimately overwhelm 
them. 

As soon as a considerable number of the 
Chinese who come to America show 
themselves fitted to become good citizens, 
by acquiring American habits and senti- 
ments, they will probably not find it diffi- 
cult to obtain the rights of citizens.

No form of disease hangs on so pers!stent- 
ly as love. There are those who would be 
cured, but cannot be, even by the most he- 
roic treatment. Man sometimes undertakes 
to cure himself. Just when he thinks he 
has succeeded he discovers that his case 
is hopeless. There was Willlam H. Jerola- 
men of Morristown, N. J. Twenty years 
ago he quarreled with his wife, and vowed 
he would never speak to her again while 
he lived. For twenty years they lived to- 
gether, and not once did he speak to her. 
Probably he thought he was cured of the 
disease of loving her. Certainly his neigh- 
bors thought the cure complete. Then he 
lay down to die, and the latent disease 
which he thought cured broke‘out in grealt- 
er violence for its long suppression. ‘“Dar- 
ling, I1amsosorry. Will you forgive me?” 
he cried in an agony of tenderness. Would 
she forgive? What true woman ever yet 
failed to forgive a penitent lover? Twenty 
years of cruel coldness and neglect were as 
yesterday. What mattered it, now that he 
had spoken kindly to her again, and that he 
still loved her? So their tears mingled, and 
for three days the love of youth burned 
again in their hearts. Then he died—died 
with his hand in hers, and his last faltering 
words told her he had a:ways loved her, 
And he had deprived himself of twenty 
years of happiness for a stupid vow uttered 
in a moment of pique. And he broke tre 
vow at last. That is why mankind will 
never wish to be cured of the disease of lov- 
ing. If loss of the sublimest happiness 
known to man is to be the penalty of sound 
health, then let the merry microbe of love 
caper gaily through our veins, unchecked 
in its mad career. 

The most confirmed anti-bugologist here- 
abouts is Dr. Lawrence of the Medical Brief. 
And he has as little faith in the bug as in 
its exponents. “The latest discovery by 
the ‘bug cranks’ is said to be the germ of 
insanity,”’ he says. ‘‘Where will all this 
nonsense end? It is really very strange 
that supposedly intelligent people should ul- 
low themselves to be repeatedly deluded vy 
sensationalists!

They have not discovered a 
single natural law, made a single valuable 
observation or added a single useful fact 
to our medical knowledge since they started 
out. to explore the realm of mystery. Their 
practice continually discredits their profes- 
sions, They claim that the world teems 
with disease-producing germs, and yet spend 
their lives shut up in laboratories with 
these same germs! The late Pasteur, on one 
occasion, carefully washed his grapes to 
remove bacteria, and then absent-mindedly 
drank the wash-water! Pettenkoffer drank 
a glass of water containing a choice collec- 
tion of virulent germs, and another mem- 
ber of the profession has had germs of va- 
rious malignant and infectious diseases in- 
jected into his body without results.’’ 

There is no doubt but that the germ the- 
ory has been run into the ground, if the 
germ has not; and that nervous folks are 
kept in a more or less constant state of ap- 
prehension because of the alleged hidden 
dangers which encompass us round about. 
The deadly microbe has come to be regard- 
ed as the raging lion going about seeking 
whom he may devour. The elect can no 
longer risk disease by taking the 
sip of wine from a common communion 
cup. Soon the candidate for baptism will 
have to emulate the -British tourist and 
carry along an individual bath. The germ 
forestalls the passenger in pre-empting. a 
snug seat in the street car cushions, he ig 
ahead of him in hanging to a strap, he 
obeys the conductor’s mandate to “move 
up front’’ even before it is uttered. He !s 
in our clothes, in the sheets and blankets, 
in the water we drink, in the air we breathe. 
He is as omnipresent as the Deity—accord- 
ing to the bugologists—until it Is a marvel 
that man has survived at all, 

First cousin to the germ alarmist is the 
iconoclastic delver into the realms of hisz- 
tory and tradition, who is never happy un- 
less engaged in dispelling some fond fllu- 
sion and cherished tradition. He has taken 
all the romance out of the character of WII- 
liam Tell; he has tried to make of Shak- 
speare a mere mouthpiece of Lord Bacon; 
he has tried to make of the founders of the 
Christian religion a myth; he has scarce left 
us a hero to worship. The latest learned 
iconoclast, Rev. Charles Plummer, a dis- 
tinguished graduate of Oxford University, 
is attempting to prove that Ireland never 
had a St. Patrick. His theory hinges on 
an alleged error of a translator, who spelled 
patricius with a capital P, thereby making 
a proper name of a word which intends 
merely to convey the meaning that the 
gentleman referred to in the original text, 
from which Bede’s Ecclesiastical History 
was compiled (whence comes the belief in 
St. Patrick) was of a certain social rank.

ING UNUSUALLY ACTIVE. 


NEW SUBURBAN RAILWAYS. 


Their Construction Means City Limit 
Extension—Torrens Law Indorsed— 
Coming Sales—Agents’ Reports. 


As they say in the country, local investors 
are “beginning to perk up a bit.” The real 
estate agente are having many more in- 
quiries for property of all grades than for 
some time past and a number of sales of 
some importance have been closed during 
the past two weeks, There has alzo been a 
marked improvement in the businezs of the 
builders. Contracts have been let for a 
number of residences and commercial bulld- 
ings in all parts of the city and it may 


safely be said that a building boom has set 
in. The wisdom of tmmediate  bullding 
wherever it is possible to do so, is apparent 
when it is known that all kinds of building 
material are lower in price than was prob- 
ably ever known before. 

The only drawback that is likely to affect 
this boom and possibly to hinder it fe the 
close-fisted methods that are being pur- 
sued by some of the men with money to 
loan. They are cutting down the amounts 
of their loans to the lowest possible figure 
and are asking security valued at three 
times the Joan asked. 

This condition should not exist. Tn no city 
in the world is the stability of real estate 
values so pronounced as in St. Louis, yet 
the moneyed men are asking the same se- 
curity for loans as they would in a boom- 
inflated town. They cannot ask exorbitant 
rates for the borrowers will not pay them. 
Tt is absolutely necessary that money should 
he borrowed for building purposes and it is 
not without the range of possibilities for 
some of the real estate men to go-outside of 
St. Louis for money to lend to thelr clients. 

hey can get it, for the standard value of 
St. Louis ground is better known abroad 
than at home. This is indicated by the 
readiness shown by the big insurance cor- 
porations of the East to lend money on local 
down-town property and on big subdivisions 
of suburban property, 


Much interest is being evinced among the 
small buyers in the several offering: of prop- 
erty in the surburban districts. Two sales 
were held Saturday and both were success- 
ful. These sales will be continued through- 
out the season, unless financial conditions 
become more cramped than at present, and 
the result will be that the buyers will begin 
to think during the winter of putting up 
homes. Next ging 3 should start off with a 
heavy increase in building throughout the 
entire western section of the city. This ts 
the opinion expressed to a Post-Dispatch 
representative by a large number of the 
leading real estate men in the “row.” 

One thing that will materially assist this 
will He the increased street railroad facili- 
ties that will be in operation by that time. 
It is promised by several of the interested 
lines that new roads throughout the west- 
ern part of the city and out Into the county 
will be constructed as fast 1" »ossible. 

It‘-is announced on excellent authority 
that the Lindell line will begin within thiriv 
days the oneration of their lina out into 
the county by way of Delmar avenue.

as possible. This is important information 
to property owners along these several] 
lines, for it means a considerable enhance- 
ment in the value of thetr holdings. 

The building of these lines {s also the 
forerunner of the certain extension toward 
the west and southwest of the limits of the 
city. The time tg not far away when Web- 
ster, Kirkwood and other suburban towns 
that are now but a short distaice outside 
the city, will be within the corporate lim- 
its, and it is also certain that it will be less 
than five years when St. Louis County will 
have to remove its county seat and Court- 
house from Clayton to some point further 
west or else consent to the absorption of 
the county by the city of &t. Louis. 


One of the brightest features of the aitua- 
tion is the small number of desirable houses 
and flats that are for rent in this city.

Movement to Get Control of the Crop 
From the Plantation tc

The American Cotton Company Is held by 
New York financiers to be the foundation 


of another greaf trust. 
Its stock is largely owned and controlled 


in St. Louls. Among its shareholders here 
are ex-Secretary of the Interior David R., 
francis. Jerome Hill, D. C. Ball and Louis 
Perry. The local manager Is Mr. Ball of the 
tali-Warren Commission Company. Mr 
Perry {is the assistant treasurer. 

Its president is John E., Searles, secretary 
of the Sugar Trust, a fact sufficient to indl- 
ente that there will be no amateurish de- 


tours in the project. 

Among others of its promoters are sald to 
be Stuyvesant Fisb, president of the Iili- 
nois Central Ralilroac Company; Senator 
Jones, of Arkansas; B. P. McDonald, a direc- 

- of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas rail- 

. and Bart Moore, of Waco, Texas. 

» company was organized in New Jer- 
sey in March, 1896, for the purpose of hand- 
ling a patent process known as the cyiln- 
drical baling of, cotten.. It has a capital 
stock of $6,000,000, one-half preferred, and al- 
though its shargs pre not yet listed on the 
New York Stock xchange, it is declared 
that no shares have been sold below par. 

Louis Perry, the St. Louis treasurer, says 
it is not a trust, and does not propose to 
buy up the compresses of the @untry. But 
it is certain the American Cotton Company 
does propose not only to bale cotton cylin- 
drically but to guarantee classification. It 
also intends—according to a laudatory ar- 
ticle in the last issue of the New York 
‘Textile America’’—to buy raw cotton di- 
rect from the planter, which means, of 
course, in the fonal outcome, tbe ginning, 
compressing and marketing of the entire 
crop. 


John FE. Searles himself says, in a general 
way: “The present tendency of commerce 
to reach the highest economy and effici- 
ency through what you call the trust move- 
ment is bound to increase on all sides. All 
attempts to check it, only accelerate; one 
might as well try to stop the movement 
of the tides by passing resolutions.” 

So well known a Wall street banker as 
Edgar L. Marston of Blair & Co. says: “I 
look upon the scheme of the American Cot- 
ton Company as having the same meaning 
for the cotton trade that the Standard Oil 
Company had for the petroleum industry.” 

The St. Louis factors. brokers and com- 
mission men have suddenly awakened to a 
realization of the ultimate hopes and am- 
bitions of the company and are discussing 
the situation with marked seriousness. 
They are generally opposed to the primary 
purpose of the organization, believing that 
the cylindrical method of baling cotton is 
not yet a success, 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Mr. Allen 
of the Allen-West Commission Company 
said: 

“The American Cotton Company has all 
the essential elements of a trust, and in 
consequence the people will be slow to take 
hold of it. Its renews propose to enter 
the fields and bu otton direct from the 
planters for cylindrical baling, but they will 
tind, first, that thé question of hauling is 
quite an item, and, second, that a majority 
of planters prefer to handle their own cot- 
ton. 

- “1 do not like the way the new company 
aivertises, because it intimates that all 
the'r claimsrare conceded by cotton men, 
vien as @ Matter of fact none are con- 
ccded, JT ag in favor of almost any move. 
ment that,;will save money to the planters 
or put mdre money in circulation among 
them, but’the cylindrical bale has yet to be 
proved a success.

EAST ST. LOUIS. 


The question of who is to be appointed 
City Superintendent of Schools by the new 
Board of Education is being discussed in 
all sections of the city, notwithstanding 
the board will not make the s6election for 
several weeks. The list of applicants in- 
cludes Profs. T. J. McDonough, C. L. Man- 
ners, J. J. McGlynn, J. P. Slade and John 
Richeson. The latter is the present. in- 
cumbent, formerly residing in Ewing, Il. 
The others mentioned are oid residents of 
East St. Louis and it is urged on that ac- 
count that one of the quartette shyuld be 
chosen for the position to encourage “home 
talent.’’ It is said the board is considering a 
plan to materially reduce the salary in con- 
nection with the office, which is now $2,500 
per annum, and increase the wages attached 
to sundry subordinate positions in the 
schools. 

The local Democracy is getting alive to the 
fact that it is necessary to get out a full 
vote at the judfelal election, to be held 
Monday, June 7. The Republicans are work- 
ing like beavers to poll a large vote, and 
their efforts are stirring the Democrats out 
of the feeling of apathy which threatened to 
prevail in the ranks until the electton is 
over.

The Democrats remember 
that the same fellows who are supporting 
se Canby and appealing for votes in 
his behalf on account of “local pride’ are 
the same set that were so severely tickled 
over the report that ry peed got more 
votes than Bryan in the FAtter‘s home pre- 
cinct last November. “Judge Canby has a 
Soe lot of friends in East St. Louls who 
lslike to see him slaughtered,”’ sald a 
pryanite Saturday, “but the ‘Jedge’ is in 
training with the wrong crowd. This is no 
time to swap spit and throw away Demo- 
cratic votes on anybody, Canby or no 
Canby.’’ The local Democracy is impressed 
with the idea that if the Republican candi- 
dates are defeated, the defeat must be ac- 
complished in the towns and cities in the dis- 
trict, and East St. Louis may be set down 
as safely in the Democratic column in the 
contest so near at hand.

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WHEAT MARKET 
AS DULL AS MUD. 


EVERY RALLY OF THE BULLS MET 
WITH DEFEAT. 


HEAVY DECLINE IN VALUES. 


The Stock of the World Is Low and 
That May Force a 
Rise. 


a 


The markets last week were dull and 
dragging, with a heavy decline in values. 

Speculation has been very light, and the 
cash demand shows a heavy falling off. 

The bears were in complete control and 
made the most of their opportunities, put- 
ting their opponents to rout. 

The spread between St. Louis and Chicago 
narrowed down to 2 cents, the smallest it 
has been this season, in spite of the fact 
that No. 2 spring wheat is deliverable on 
July contracts in the Windy City. 

Instead of leading the markets of the 
country, as was the case a short time ago, 
we have now gone to the other extreme, 
and are proportionately lower than any 
other market in the United States. Several 
times during the week St. Louis bears, by 
their persistence, succeeded in checking the 
bullish inclinations of Chicago operators. 

The traders have been extremely cau- 
tious and the more timid bears were in- 
clined to cover on every little bulge, but 
in spite of this the market has become 
heavily oversold, and our local stocks 
would not be anywhere near sufficient to 
fill existing contracts. 

The traders became alarmed at the heavy 
receipts of Toledo wheat at St. Louis, 
which was brought here to fill May con- 
tracts, and millers suddenly became in- 
dependent, claiming that they had more 
than enough wheat for their requirements. 
This, in connection with the generally good 
=P reports, caused our market to weaken, 
and the other markets of the country fol- 
lowed suit. The result was lower Euro- 
pean markets, and this again tended to 
still further depress prices on this side. 

AS a matter. of fact, however, conditions 
are about the same as they were when 
wheat was selling 10c per bu higher, and 
while prices were then too high, viewing 
the situation from all standpoints, it ap- 
pears that present prices are entirely too 
low and wheat should be a good invest- 
ment in spite of the light trading. 


May wheat on call Saturday sold at 83c, 
but just at the close a bid of 89c was mude 
for spot wheat, as there had been a default 
on contracts calling for 2,000 bushels of 

ay. 

July wheat sold down to 69%c, 6%¢ lower 
than the close a week ago, but railied and 
closed %@‘ec up from the bottom. 

The distant months were relatively 
Stronger than July, August closing only 
4%@%c lower than a week ago and Septem- 
ber closing only 4%c lower than on last 
Saturday. 

The flour market was dull as might be ex- 
pected on a declining wheat market, but 
there are some inquiries both from Southern 
points and from foreign buyers. 

The output of flour from the mills of St. 
Louis and vicinity for the week was 38,300 
barrels, as compared with 44,600 barrels for 
the previous week, 

The corn market is very weak in sympathy 
with wheat,and choice white corn is espec- 
fally weak. July corn shows a loss of 
1%c and September a loss for the week of 
14@14%¢c. 

he oat market is dull and nominal on 
futures, but July shows a net loss for the 
week of a cent. Cash oats was also dull 
and easier, being a cent lower than a week 
ago. 


One cause for the local weakness as com- 
pared with the relative situation at other 
central markets was the danger of short 
selling in Chicago. 

The St. Louis market was ape ag ad- 
vanced on a belief that Red Winter wheat 
for July delivery should command a pre- 
mium of from 5 to 7 cents over No. 2 wheat 
in Chicago, where No. 2 spring is in- 
cluded. 

Acting on this principle, a number of 
our best men started to buy here and sell 
in Chicago; and they eventually established 
the truth of their theory, the spread be- 
tween the two markets widening to over 
6 cents, but later on, owing to the rapid 
depletion of stocks in Chicago, they realized 
that without the remote contingency of free 
receipts of No. 2 Red Winter wheat at 
Chicago — July stocks there would be- 
come practically exhausted, our speculators 
decided to liquidate all round. 

This liquidation scared other operators 
and started them to selling. The spread 
traders, ioone 38 chance to cause a spread 
between St. uis and other markets, did 
not come in again, and a decline followed. 

Three weeks ago July wheat in New York 
was selling at the same price as July in 
St. Louis. New York !s now, however, near- 
44 4 cents over St. Louis, and it is probable 
that speculators will give attention to this 
feature, as New York is tributary to all of 
the Eastern States which have good crop 
prospects. 


Stocks of wheat are lower than they have 
been since 1891, and our visible supply is 
dwindling at an alarming rate. By tke 
time the new crop is available it will be 
below the danger line. 

Present crop prospects are splendid, but 
the harvest is never assured until the 
wheat is threshed and in the bin, and the 
dangers of either a drouth or a wet har- 
vest are still possible. 

Traders at present, with their usual] 
shortsightedness are paying too much at- 
tention to the possibilities of a good corp, 
and are entirely overlooking the short 
stocks throughout the world. 

Large crops do not always mean low 
prices, aS was proven in 1891, when, with 
the largest crop on record, prices were 
higher than they have ever been since that 
time, and they were high throughout the 
year at that. 

According to the government report, the 
condition of winter wheat in May, 1891, was 
97.9 per cent and in June, 1891, it was 96.6 
per cent, and the condition of spring wheat 
in June of that geo was 92.6 per cent, and 
yet the price of cash wheat in St. Louis 
during the month: of June ranged from 
101% cents June 1 tv 9 cents June 30. 

In 189 July wheat on the last business 
day of May «cold down to 55% cents, the 
lowest point in that month, but by the 
eighth of June had advanced to 60% cents. 


Chat From ’Change. 


Monday is a legal holiday, as Decoration 
Day falls on Sunday and the Exchange will 
be closed, and there w'll be no Exchange 
markets. As the English and continental 
markets will be open, however, the curb may 
be interesting. 

J. S. McGehee !s still confined to his bed. 
but is improving slowly. 

The new steam elevators did not work 
satisfactorily on their first trial, and a 
change was necessitated in the starting and 
stopping arrangement. The elevators were 
built to be operated by a rope, but it was 
necessary to change this, so they can be 
operated by a lever. Engineer Russel says 
that they will be ready in a few days. The 
electric company was notified that the con- 
tract for furnishing power for the elevators 
would be cancelled June 1, but has agreed to 
furnish condensed lighting until the new 
elevators are ready. 

A meeting of the committees in charge of 
the arrangements for the Merchants’ FEx- 
change excursion June 10 was held in the 
Directors’ room of the Exchange Saturday. 
A contract was signed with a juvenile circus 
and trained animal show. and a continuous 
performance will be given on the picnic 
grounds on the day of the excursion.

THE FRUIT MARKET. 


—_—_—_—— 


The Strawberry Season Is Tminently 
Satisfactory to All Parties. 

The strawberry season so far has proved 
more satisfactory and, perhaps, profitable 
to the several fruit commission merchants 
making a specialty of them than any season 


in recent years. The crop was not as large 
as usual, so prices were higher and as much 
realized as if the offerings were heavier. 
The trade, too, was confined to fewer firms 
than formerly, four or five houses handling 
most of the arrivals, Strangely enough, the 
handling of the big-local crop is confined 
mainly to firms who do not receive what are 
called shipped strawberries, the regular 
fruit commission houses making no fight 
for them. The men who sell and receive the 
home-grown berries must open their stores 
at mi mg or soon afterwards, and have 
their night force on hand to take charge of 
the fruit on arrival of the farmers or 
grocers, 


The local strawberry crop is one of the 
finest ever raised here. The weather has 
been about right to perfect the fruit. It is 
large, clean, sound and firm, and for pre- 
Serving purposes al] that could be desired. 
No higher testimonial could be offered 
than the presence of a Chicago marr, who 
will enter the market to-morrow and will 
be a steady buyer until the close of the 
Season. He represents one of Chicago's 
big preserving establishments, and the 
fruit will be put up here in a local estab- 
lishment and shipped as soon as in proper 
condition for removal. Third street from 
Morgan to Carr etreet is well worthy of a 
visit now any morning between 5 and 8 
O'clock to witness the display of berries. 


The weather for the last few months must 
have been exceedingly favorable for the 
development and welfare of frogs, turtles, 
crawfish and kindred products which now 
abound in the produce district—ail alive an1 
kicking. The monster turtle, 300 pounds, is 
still on exhibition, but will soon be executed 
or guillotined for the benefit of a local hotel, 
where turtle soup and turtle steaks will be 
}plenty for some time to come. 


The marked scarcity of string beans the 
past week and at a time when daily re- 
ceipts should be steadily increasing, is one 
of the surprises to the trade. It appears 
that the usual sources of supply at this 
Stage of the season are not responding as 
formerly. Florida, which is generally ship- 
ping by the car load to the various markets 
of the country at this time, is not repre- 
sented at all in this market at present. 
Alabama, Louisiana and Mississippi are 
benefited by the high prices ruling at 

resent, but little coming from other 

tates yet. 


Florida tomatoes delayed the market dur- 
ing the last two weeke and prices were low 
enough to enable all classes of dealers to 
handle and distribute them. The quality 
and condition was excellent and surprised 
the trade as much as the enormous offer- 
ings. Never did Florida send out to the 
principal markets such splendid stock and 
this season will show better results for 
thoze engaged in the industry than ever be- 
fore. No less than ® carloads came here in 
the last two weeks—mostly from the Mani- 
tee River district. The Mississippians were 
surprised at the formidable competition 
they had to meet with their first shipmente 
here which yielded only half the customary 
big figures for early offerings. Next week, 
however, seems more hopeful, as the Flori- 
da offerings are rapidly disappearing. 


New eH he are already in the market 
from Arkansas, and the sight of them is 
enough to send a eold wave down the 
spinal column of thé men who are still 
holding on to some of the old stock—the 
disastrous yield of 189%, which brought 
about more losses to speculators and in- 
vestors than any crop in the history of 
the country. The growers and producers of 
the country will see speculators during 1897 
more timid than ever before in approaching 
their orchards and barns. 


Arkansas {s jubilant over the good prices 
received for her strawberry crop. The whole 
crop was marketed this season, but it must 
be said the yield was the smallest in years 
and this led to the improved prices. A much 
larger area will be devoted to plants there 
next year and a great quantity of fruit will 
be raised. 


A car-load of choice watermelons from 
Florida will be thrown on the market Mon- 
day or Tuesday—the first of the season. This 
news will add to the misery of the situation 
for our colored citizens locked up or other- 
Wise deprived of their freedom, who will 
not have a chance to gaze at the first in- 
stallment of the luscious melon. 


New potatoes are very abundant already 
and coming in by the carload from leading 
shipping points in Arkansas—such as Fort 
Smith, Forest City, Camden. Van Buren. 
Little Rock and minor points. States further 
South have been shipping here for five or 
six weeks. However, the old supply, owing 
to its excellent condition, remains a formid- 
able competitor. The cool weather, which 
persistently remains, saved the old spuds 
and keeps them in presentable condition. 


MISSOURI STRAWBERRIES. 


A Chicago Concern Will Preserve 30,. 
000 Pounds of Them. 


The big red strawberry of Missouri is 
again to the front. This time its merits 
have been recognized by a Chicago con- 
cern. 

The Sprague-Warner Co. of that city, 
one of the largest wholesale grocery con- 
cerns in the country, has made a contract 
with O. B. Guthrie of this city to preserve 
for them and pack in glass jars 30,000 
ounds of the big luscious Missouri straw- 
erry, 

Preserving kettles have been shipped 
here and Mr. Guthrie will buy the fruit in 
the open market at once and begin his big 
job of ‘“‘dainty-making.

CROP CONDITIONS VERY GOOD. 


Europe Must Soon Pay With Gold for 
the Immense Volume of Sup- 
plies Bought Here. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 2.—The Commercial 
Advertiser says: Dun’s Review hits the 
nail on the-head squarely when it says: 
“People are doing more business than 
they realize. They reckon by values, but 
these are much lower than in any previous 
year of prosperity and leave little margin 
for profit. In quantity there is almost 
as much business being done as in the 
years of greatest prosperity, and though 
the increase in population would call for a 
material expansion, the comparison is not 
discouraging. People mistake the absence 
of speculation for general depression, and 


the mistake is important.”’ 

The-last of the spring sown crops is now 
in the ground, and on the whole the sea- 
son is rot late. The crop situation is of the 
utmost importance this year in view of 
the certainty of a _ foreign market 
for large quantities of our wheat and prob- 
ably corn. So far there is not a sign of 
any serious damage anywhere. 

The industrial situation is such ag to lead 
to the belief that by next spring, assuming 
no foreign complications, business will be on 
a basis of something like a boom. There is 
the prospect of a renewal of gold imports 
on quite a large scale this fall, for we can 
hardly avoid shipping enormous quantities 
of produce to Europe. The determining 
factor in our trade balance practically since 
the Baring panic of 1890 has been the 
steady withdrawal of foreign capital fr 
large amounts. This factor now seems to 
have been eliminated. Europe is no longer 
on oe to us and taking gold for 
them. hat is the secret at the bottom of 
the fact that gold is now being exported 
only in comparatively trifling amounts, 
while the exchange market is constantly 
dipping below specie point, returning to it 
slowly and, as it were, with great effort. 
Our international position is in reality 
stronger than it has been in five years on 
account of this, and by consequence our 

osition should be commanding in the fall. 
Meanwhile the security market is beginning 
to give evidence of a commencement of 
speculation. 

Stocks have advanced this week moder- 
ately, but with a decided broadening in the 
market, and with some increase of com- 
mission business. The advance, instead of 
bringing out supplies of stock. has, if any- 
thing, brought In a little buying. The 
movement has pot as yet attained large 
proportions, because the public is not as 
yet in the market. The public, however. 
seldom or never comes in unti] prices have 
risen quite a little and until deaimgs are 
fairly active. It may be that a large 
movement will not come until late in the 
summer, when the crops have matured anu 
Congress has gone home. The cessiuilon of 
selling of what is called long stock, how- 
ever, and a little ripple of interest in our 
securities In London are signs that oughi 
not to be altogether neglected or over. 
looked. 

The outlook then is reaily hopefui. Rail- 
road earnings continue to increas, and the 
increases are becoming jarzer. Rank clear- 
ings, despite low prices, are very § fair. 
Iron is beginning to move once more, 
which is one of the best signs that could 
be wanted. Imports are fal ing off again, 
while exports are increasing.

PROF. 0. M. WOOD DISPOSES OF 
THE RACE PROBLEM. 


AMALGAMATION IS COMING. 


Colored School Teacher Argues That 
the Anglo-Saxon Will Absorb 
the Afro-American. 


“Fifty years henee a black man upon our 
streets wil] be a rara avis, in one hundred 
years he will be a memory. The shadow 
of the Anglo-Saxon is upon the negro race, 
and it must succumb as surely as the dew 
yields to the sun. The black skin is 
doomed.”’ 

This is the bold theory adyanced by prob- 
ably the most learned negro scholar and 
educator in the West, Prof. O. M. Wood, 
Principal L’Ouverture School, this city. 
Prof. Wood is da. graduate of Ann Arbor 


University, and has spent nearly twen- 
ty years educating his people. He _ is 
thoroughly imbued with race pride, has 
studied its conditions, knows its wants, is 
familiar with its characteristics and 
teaches from its history. 

There is probably no man prouder of the 
achievements of the negro since his eman- 
cipation, but science and logic have shown 
him the end and he admits it. 

The startling position he has taken and 
maintains cannot but claim universal at- 
tention and excite widespread comment at 
this time, when the Eastern press and 


‘Kastern thinkers of both colors are seek- 


ing a solution of the negro problem. 

Prof. Wood's discussion of the condition 
of his people has been largely caused by a 
recent publication from the pen of Thomas 
Fortune, the New York colored editor. 

The New Yorker has commented at some 
length upon the increase of the feeling 
between the pure blacks and those of 
mixed blood—an antipathy that found its 
inception in the Western Hemisphere dur- 
ing the struggles of Toussaint L’Ouverture 
in Hayti, in the early part of the century.

Just prior to 180 Denmark Vesey, a

| will make it perfect, and prejudices -will 
no longer be remembered. The weak must 
eventually give in to the strong. 

“The condition of the mulatto is the re- 
sult of two causes, heritage and environ- 
ment. I shal] deal with the former since 
I speak of the race's elimination. What 
do we find in the child of a black and white 
parent? A lighter skin, a brighter mind, 
a weaker vitality. The white rent with 
his stronger mental force imparts the 
greater part of this to the child. He in- 
herits quickness of perception, a mind 
that is grasping and retentive, and every 
whit of the ambition of his father. The 
mother’s gift is the colored skin and cer- 
tain negro physical characteristics. But 
he has improved mentally at the expense 
of his vitality. Being of mixed blood he 
does not run the years of either of his pure 
blooded parents. ollow this down through 
successive generations and you will find the 
mental activity increasing and the body 
growing stronger as the pure Saxon is ap- 

roached. When the last drop of tainted 

lood is eliminated the man stands forth in 
his full mental and physical vigor. 

“It has been demonstrated conclusivel 
where mulattoes consort together the off- 
spring grows lighter in color and healthier 
in mind and body with each generation.

Since that time, it is said, an unrelenting 
hatred has existed between the classes.

If so the Govern- 
ment census lies. If they be truc, then 
comes the bare incontrovertible fact that 
the negro as a race is passing away.”’

PLAIN PIONEERS. 


NEVER SPOKE A CROSS WORD. 


A Simple Soul Who Was Utterly 
Shiftless and Honest to a Pro- 
verbial Degree.

JANESVILLE, Ill., May 2.—At the Shiloh 
Church and Gordon Cemetery adjoining, 
half way between this country town and 
Farmington, in the southern part of Coles 
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SARAH LINCOLN, 


County, lle the remains of Thomas Lincoln, 
who in his lifetime was thought no greater 
or better than his fellow pioneers, but now 
that time is still adding warmth to the 
universal affection for his illustrious son, 
every humble movement of this strange old 
frontiersman is of interest. Of all that has 
been published recently concerning Abra- 
ham Lincoln, little has been said about his 
father. It is true there is little to say. 
There are many of the old settlers of this 
neighborhood who remember Thomas Lin- 
coln and his second wife well as their 
neighbors. From their descriptions, he may 
well be sald to have been a typical back- 
woodsman, and he was considered among 
the very commonest of the plain ploneers. 
No likeness of Thomas Lincoln ever existea, 
but he is described as a man of peculiar 
appearance. He had an unusually low fore- 
head, long eyebrows and lashes that almost 
obscured his eyes, a large hook nose and a 


long sharp chin. He was of medium statue, 
and in his latter days very stooped. 

Rough, unagggressive, uncouth, without 
education and even ignorant, it would seem 
there was little in his entire personality that 
resembled the immortal Lincoln except his 
simplicity, humility and unswerving han- 
esty. Thomas Lincoln cannot be painted as 
an heroic character in any sense. There was 
nothing known to have transpired in his 
whole fife that could place the mark of even 
local distinction upon him, but that the was 
the father of Abraham Lincoln. His highest 
aspiration seemed secluded contentment and 
to keep out of contention, and those who 
remember him best do not know of a time 
when he ever spoke a cross word either in or 
out of his family. He had little pride in any 
thing, but it is reasonable to suppose that he 
was happy in knowing before his death that 
his son was at that time one of the State's 
greatest men. 

Thomas Lincoln's thriftlessness and hon- 
esty cannot be more perfectly fllustrated 
than by relating an incident of early times, 
when he bought the only horse he ever 
owned—previous to this time he had worked 
nothing but oxen. “Uncle Jack" Hutton was 
a pioneer of Coles County, in whose honor 
Hutton township was named. Unlike Lin. 
coln he was a thrifty man and accumulated 
considerable wealth. Lincoln bought from 
him an old mare for which he agreed to pay

my tobacco. Now, take the tobacco and let 
it go on the debt for what you think it is 
worth.”’ 

In those times tobacco was considered as 
much a necessity as cornbread and pota- 
toes, and the thought that a man was will- 
ing to give up the last of his tobacco was 
too much for “Uncle Jack.’’ With a soul 
full of compassion for his neighbor he 
grasped the old man’s hand and said: 

“Tom, you don’t owe me a cent. A man 
that would give up his tobacco don't owe 
me anything. Your honesty has more than 
paid for the mare.” 

Thomas Lincoln dled January 15, 1851. 
There was no formal funeral service, but a 
few people gathered at the old homestead, 
the bitter cold weather keeping many 
away. The grave was dug by Samuel 
Chowning and his brother-in-law, William 
Gordon, both living now. at Janesville, 
Thomas Phipps, deceased, and Ben I. 
White, who etill lives on a farm four miles 
south of Toledo, Ill. The coffin was made 
to order by Leander Burlingame, the Far- 
mington cabinet maker, in the usual fash- 
ion—a plain, solid coffin of walnut, with 
a flat top). Without ceremony it was low- 
ered to its place, only perhaps a dozen men 
being present, so disagreeable was_the day. 

Abraham Lincoln was not at the funeral 
of his father, but when he eétarted to Wash- 
ington to be inaugurated he visited the 
grave and stopped with his step mother at 
her daughter’s home in Farmington. It 
was on this visit that Mrs. Lincoln, with a 
mother’s intuition, fearful of the great task 
he was undertaking, told him she knew he 
would be killed. Abe only laughed at this 
and said in his characteristic way that he 
*‘Guessed not,’ but her fears were realized. 
The old inha@®itants understand that he 
left money at that time with parties to 
erect a sultable tombstone over his father’s 
grave, but if this were true the money was 
never used for that purpose, and only a lit- 
tle hickory slab on which were the letters 
‘“T. L.” marked his resting place for years. 

Some verses from the pen of a rural poet, 
George B. Balch, aroused the people to a 
sense of their neglect. A copy came to the 
hands of Robert Lincoln, who promptly of- 
fered to pay the expenses of a monument, 
but’ meantime funds had been raised in 
Coles County, so that when a draft was 
made on the younger Lincoln it was for 
only $116. The monument is a plain Grecian 
obelisk of Itallfan marble, nine feet, eight 
inches in height, and by no means the fin- 
est in this rural graveyard. 

Thomas Lincoln’s eecond wife, Sarah, 
sleeps by his side. She died in 1869 and only 
~~ unprotected mound marks her resting 
place.

Morning papers had announced that there 
was to be a lecture, but this was not true. 
The Healer did business in his own way.

Filley and Ziegenhein’s Opportunity 
When the Administration 
Measure Is Passed. 


There never was such a fearful and won- 
derful juggling of figures as. has been done 
by the Filley-Ziegenhein push in the frantic 
endeavor to fool the people into a belief 
that the Uthoff salary grab bill is a good 
thing for the taxpayers. 

Statements and figures known to be utter- 
ly false and misleading have been laid be- 
fore the Committee on Municipal Affairs, 
which is considering the extraordinary bill. 

The members of this committee are Coun- 
cilman Gaus, Brinkmeyer and Hagan, men 
of average intelligence. They are either 
meeting the push half way in the attempt 
to deceive the newspapers and the people 
or else they are being played for a trio of 
simpletons. 2 

With the data which they have in their 
hands a school boy could, bya little figur- 
ing, expose the fumbling attempt at de- 


ception. 

Probably because the;committeemen knew 
it would not bear close inspection, they 
have closely guarded this data. With a 
flourish of triumph the push has announced 
that this data shows there would be a eav- 
ing of $39,860.64 per annum under the Uthoff 


bill. 

They have shaken the type-written filmsy 
under the noses of the reporters and shout- 
ed that Street Commissioner Milner had 
162 inspectors on his payroll in April draw- 
ing from $2 to $% a day, but signing them- 
eelves as laborers. 

The committee has apparently accepted 
these statements as gospel truth. Their in- 
vestigations (7?) have all been predicated on 
these claims. 

But both the committee and the push 
have kept a firm hold on the papers in the 
case and carefully avoided an explanation 
of how they reached their results. 

Last Wednesday Street Commissioner Mil- 
ner sent to Clerk Martin of the House of 
Delegates a complete list of the employes 
of his department and the salary each man 
receives. This was in obedience to a reso- 
lution adopted by the House. As a mark 
of courtesy a duplicate list was sent to 
Mayor Ziegenhein. 

It was from this list that Secretary 
Adam figured out the wonderful things he 
Uthoff bill would do. 

It was in the same list Mr. Uthoff found 
the names of 162 inspectors or straw bosses, 
who —"s received $8,659 out of the treasury 
in April. 

This list was guarded jealously from pry- 
ing eyes. There was good reason for guard- 
ing it. It shows nothing that it has been 
claimed to show. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter obtained a car- 
bon copy of the list yesterday. It was only 
the oark of a few minutes to find out how 
the figures had been juggled. 

The total mumber of day men employed 
in April was 102. The number was raised 
to 162 by bare-faced duplication. 

Supposing all the day men drew pay for 
thirty days in April, the total amount paid 
out to them would have been 4 $7,039. 
Mr. Uthoff claims the amount was $8,659. 

Of these 102 men only 66 were employed 
as inspectors, overseers or foremen. If they 
had worked thirty days in April they woul 
have received $4,186. 

Thirty-four of them are excavation in- 
spectors, For Oe dceQs’ work they would 
have received $2, but they are paid out 
of funds deposited for that purpose by the 
conduit companies.

BACCARAT AT 
SUMMER RESORT. 


HOW THE GAME IS PLAYED—THE 
TRICK BY WHICH WALES 
| WAS CHEATED. 


Until recently ‘‘baccarat,” the favorite 
game of European swelldom, was played 
only in a few Eastern. aristocratic clubs; 
this summer, however, it has made its ap- 
pearance at the watefing places on this 
side of the Atlantic, the old time-hon- 
ored poker is rapidly ing In favor. Sev- 
eral years ago an att t was made to in- 
troduce baccarat in S country, but it 
proved unsuccessful of account of the scan- 
dal in which were involved no less a per- 
sonage than the Prince of Wales, the Wil- 
sons of London and Sir Gordon Cummings. 
The last one, it will be remembered, was 
caught in the act of cheating and those 
who claimed that the game of baccarat wag 
honest and fair, were compelled to modify 
their opinion. This is what saved the ex- 
istence of “poker.’’ 

Yet it is well known that the American 
national game of cards offers to the knights 
of .the green cloth numerous opportunities 
of cheating the greenhorns, while at bac- 
carat the chances of defrauding are reduced 
to a minimum. Bosco and Robert Houdin, 
particularly the first named, as well as the 
old Herrmann who died some 40 years ago, 
were undoubtedly the kings among sleight- 
of-hand performers; they proved time and 
again that there was not a single game of 


cards at which they could not cheat their 
adversaries. They were compelled to ad- 
mit, nevertheless, that they could accom- 
plish none of their tricks in playing bac- 
carat according to the rules which, by the 
way, are not complicated. 

In the case of Sir Gordon Cummings, 
that gentleman was not handling the cards, 
the Prince of Wales being the banker and 
dealer; his crooked conduct was confined 
to defrauding the Prince by manipulating 
his bets, a process called “la poucette,”’ by 
the Parisians and which is practiced at the 
‘rouge et noire,’’ the “‘trente et quarante’’ 
and the “roulette.’”’ What the_noble Eng- 
lish Lord did was as contemptfble as if he 
had openly put his hand in the pocket of 
the banker, and if he had been caught at 
Monte Carlo instead of in the elegant par- 
lor of the Wilsons, he would have been un- 
ceremoniously kicked out, a penalty which 
is invariably inflicted upon the ‘“‘chevaliera_ 
d’industrie’’ who practice “la poucette.”” To 
understand this it is n@eessary to be famil- 
iar with the rules of carat. any

The game itself is of a 
very obscure origin and no mention of ~ 
has been made previous to the first par 

of the present century. Who invented it? 
No one seems to know. It ie probable, how- 
ever, that baccarat, which has a slight re- 
semblance to the game of “twenty-one,” 
was played first by the officers of the great 
Napoleon during the campaign of taly. 
These officers received a great deal of 
money as their share of the spoils and be- 
ing inveterate gamblere they became enthu- 
siastic about a game which permitted them 
to squander their surplus with a lightning- 
like rapidity. 

Napoleon himself, although not a gam- 
bler, was not opposed to gambling. When 
he was appointed commander-in«chief of 
the Army of Italy, he had only 2,000 ‘“‘Louis,”’ 
(about $4,000); he told his aide-de-camp to 
risk the entire amount at cards. The of- 
ficer played during the whole night and to- 
ward morning had* only two ‘“Loufts’’ left 
in his possession. He persisted and in half 
an hour he won 20,000 ‘‘Louis.” It is this 
money that Napoleon distributed to his 
soldiers before ‘starting on his victorious 
campaign in Italy. Each officer received 
one ‘“‘Louis’’ and he kept one hundred for 
himself, 

Such a daring example of gambling on the 
part of the general-in-chief was eagerly fol- 
lowed by his subordinates, who devoted 
their spare time to the fascinating game of 
cards. 

Baccarat, as it is played to-day, is gener- 
ally restricted to certain limits, that is the 
Players are not permitted to bet more than 
so much money at a time, unless one chooses 
to bet an amount equal to the sum in pos- 
session of the banker. The last one is com- 
pelled to accept or give up his place. 

The banker is the main player, as he deals 
the cards and covers all the bets. For this 
reason the bank is put at auction, unless 
agreed otherwise by common consent, as in 
a social game. When the bank is put at auc- 
tion the highest bidder produces the amount 
of his bid and exchanges it for chips; this 
means that he is willing to risk all the 
money represented by these chips until he 
loses his place as a banker, or until he has 
more chips left. No one can compel him to 
buy more chips. The other players bet when 
they please, and are only restricted by the 
limit, if there is any. 

The number of players is not limited, but 
baccarat tables accommodate generally 
from six to twelve, including the banker. 
The tables constructed for the purpose are 
divided in so many partitions y lines 
drawn on the green cloth. In the center is a 
hole to drop the cards after using them 
Outsiders having no seat at the table are 
permitted to place their bets on anyone 
else’s hand. 

The main rule of the game is that the 
banker never handles the cards except to 
deal them one by one. An attendant brings 
several decks of fifty-two cards, generally 
from ten to fifteen, These decks must -be 
sealed in the original package. The atten- 
dant mixes them and places them in piles, 
face down, on the table to the left of the 
banker. This gentleman gives to each play- 
er, beginning at his right, two ecards, one at 
a time. He takes two cards himself. In deal- 
ing he must take each card from the top of 
the pile nearest to him, but he must not 
handle the decks. 

If a player doesn’t want to play, he throws 
his two cards in the hole. If he wants to 
bet, he places the amount he desires to 
risk in front of him. The banker covers 
all the Wets and demands who “wants a 
card.”” Any one wishing to improve his 
hand is entitled to one card, which is givan 
to him face up by the banker. Those who 
have taken one card are entitled to the priv- 
ilege of raising their bet to the limit. All 
the bets being equally covered, each player 
shows his hand. 

The rule is that the banker wins when he 
has a higher or equal number of points. 
Nine being the highest point, if the banker 
has five points, for instance, he pays all the 
bets of those who have six, seven, eight and 
nine points; he wins all the bets of those 
who have five, four, three, two, one and 
zero points. 

To tent his hand the player adds all the

Circumstances have forced many of them 
into the active flelds of life: robbed of their 
dolce far niente surroundings, with. quick- 
ened intelligence they are pressing to the 
front in all (womanly avocations, vieing 
with their Northern sisters in intellectual 
and active pursuits, preserving meanwhile 
the sweet simplicity of character which 
distinguished their mothers before’ the 
urgent necessities of life brought them from 
the seclusion of thelr homes. 

The Daughters of the Confederacy, having 
accompHshed their mission of providing and 
furnishing a home for the survivors of the 
“Lost Cause,’’ will now turn their attention 
to the building of a monument to the Mis- 
souri heroes who lost their lives in the 
great struggle. They will, therefore, keep 
up their organization, and their Thanks- 
giving ball and their May festival will 
continue to be the fashionable functions 
par excellence of the fall and spring sea- 
sons for many years to come,

Twenty-nine miles of street cars!

That is the relative position now occupied 
by this city in the manufacture of cars for 
street railroads, for our product last year 
exceeded 3,000 cars and the output for 1897 
will be larger than that. This output is

j.ouis in this line, hence we easily take the 
leading place, 

There are located here five large concerns 
that devote their exclusive attention to the 
manufacture of cars for street railways. 

They are the St. Louis Car Co., Broadway 
and Branch street; the American Car Co.

There are employed in the five factories 
about 1,60 men of various trades. In fact 
nearly all of the trades are represented. 
There are destgners, draughtgmoen, blaek-

makers, painters, glaziers, upholsterers, 
decorators, etc. 

The wages paid are above the average and 
the best wokmen only are em loyed, Hence 
it is that the product of 8t. Leuk has at« 
tained so high a reputation as to meet with 
ready sale in all parts of the United States 
and in some foreign countries, notably im 
Mexico and Central America. 

The local street car industry is one of the 
most ve gdm here both from its own posi- 
tion and from the fact that it assists ma- 
terially in bringing other industries to the 
front. Thus, for instance, it, with the furnti- 
ture business, is an important factor in mak- 
ing this the leading market of the country 
for hardwoods,

its product all over the United States and to 
the principal foreign markets.

A large order for 
cable cars was turned out for the Olive 
street cable line last year. 

This brings to mind the fact that every 
line in St. Louls is equipped with St, Louis 
built coaches. This means considerable, for 
St. Louis is noted as having the best 
equipped street car lines in the world, the 
total mileage of all the roads exceeding 
875 miles. 

Formerly many. of the local car lines went 
to Philadelphia and other eastern cities for 
their rolling stock. This condition has been 
reversed and Philadelphia and the eastern 
citles now come to St. Louis for their cars. 
Shipments of St. Louis made cars have 
been made in the past two years to nearly 
every large city in the United States, and 
hundreds of electric lines in smaller towns 
throughout the country have been put in 
Operation with cars made here. i 


Some of the finest cars ever built have 
been turned out by St. Louts factories, and 
in all lengths up to fifty feet. The tendency 
now seems to be toward the long cars, both 
because of their larger carrying capacity 
and the greater ease they afford to passen- 
gers. What ie said to be the first dining car 
ever built for a street railway was built in 
St. Louls last bed on arder, and eight or 
ten magnificen arlor cars and directors’ 
cars were turned out. Some of the latter 
cost aS much as $5,000 apiece. 

St. Louis could support a manufactory of 
electric motors to good advantage,’ Ail of 
the motors for the street cars built here are 
bought in the East, most of them in Schen- 
reba 6 N. Y. They are shipped here at 
considerable va pre and attached to the 
cars, at the local factories.

The British consul at Naples in his 
report for last year furnishes some details 
of the foundation of the bank in the s-x- 
teenth century and points out that the ear- 
lier banks, the Monte Vecchio of Venice 
and the Banco San Giorgio at Genoa, estab- 
lished in the twelfth century, and the Bank 
of Barcelona, established in the fourteenth 
century, have all ceased to exist. The re- 

ort fixes the foundation of the Bank of 
Naples at 1539 and the institution is, there- 
fore, far older than the Bank of England, 
which was established in 1694. It is in the 
unique position of havng a consderable cap- 
tal to which no one lays any claim. 

For the explanation of this curious state 
of affairs one has to go back to the time 
when the Neapolitans, in order to receive 
Charles V. with great pomp and magnifi- 
cence, obtained vast loans from the Jews 
agalast valuable pledges. The difficulties of 
of repayment were solved in right royal 
fashion by the king banishinug the Jews, 
but the Jews contrived before leaving to 
dispose of their securities to two Neapoli- 
tans on very easy terms. The buyers of- 
fered the precees to ther original owners at 
a reasonable profit on the transaction and 
also offered further loans without interes: 
on the eld securityPhilanthropic e!fts were 
then made to the institution on condtion 
that it advance loans without interest, and 
in this way the bank started practically as 
charitable pawnbroker. Gradually, however, 
it developed into a bank doing ordinary 
commercial business, and up to near'y the 
end - the seventeenth century prosper¢cd 
greatly.

Such a one would be a great lsbor-saving 
device, and there would be fewer women 
rendered, distracted with a rush of letters 
to transcribe from short-hand notes. 

A number of such inventions have been 
attempted, but none have been brought to 
completion. 

The latest machine of this kind has been 
invented and patented by George K. An- 
derson of Brooklyn. It is tntended to take 


the place of ordinary shorthand writing, and 
at the eame time to make a record which 
can be read by any one.

COMPRESSED AIR. 


An Englishman, Richard Dix of London, 
has conceived an idea for a railroad on 
which cars will run suspended in the afr, 
and which will have neither locomotive 
engine, electricty or cable for motive power. 
Compressed air will he the propelling 
power. 

An English illustrated paper gives a pict- 
wre and description of this newest rapid 
transit idea: 

The passenger coaches are to be pendent 
from a tube overhead, Compressed air is 
to be forced through this tube from the 
central power station and thus the car will 
be propelled. This suspended tube or per- 
manent way is made of iron. It is open at 
its under side from end to end anda sup- 
ported, at any desired height by lattice 

irderS carried at proper intervals by pil- 
ars or posts, The tube is in sections, with

The pendent plates which are attached to 
the carriage top are formed with lateral 
flanges, which join at the forward end of the 
trolley and constitute a kind of wedge for 
lifting the longitudinal elastic valve from 
its seat tO apen a passage for the pendent 
trolley plates. 

The compresed air used as the motive 
power is pumped at permanent stations into 
receivers and connected to the permanent 
way tubes with pipes and caps. A small high 
pressure pipe fixed along the tube serves, as 
the end valves are closed and communica- 
ition is open between the pipes and the sus- 
pended tubes or tubular way, to supply the 
compressed air to the back of the piston and 
ito force forward the carriage. 

This arrangement provides for the pres- 
sure being put on at convenient points in the 
bye In long distances additional pump- 

ng engines may be erected. At the junction 
f the sections the tube will be open to the 
atmosphere, and the impetus given to the 
rolleys will suffice, when desired, to pass 
he suspended carriage from one section to 
he other, so that, on the closing of the 
end valve in the new section reached, 
the propelling power, applied as before, will 
continue the progress of the carriage with- 
out any intermission.

When the 
heavy shot began to sweep the decks, the 
pirate crew, terror-stricken, rushed to the 
hold. Mary Reed, disgusted at their cow- 
ardice, drew her pistol and fired into them, 
killing one and wounding others. And she 
and the Captain's wife remained on deck, 
defiant to the last, waving their cutlasses 
in the faces of the enemy, even while they 
were boarding the ship, disputing every 
inch of ground, and yet, strange to say, 
escaping unhurt. 

The crew was captured—those who were 
not killed in action. They were tried for pi- 
racy and hanged. The two women were 
convicted and sentenced to the same fate, 
Mary Reed suffered the penalty. Annie was 
reprieved twice, and eventually escaped the 
gallows, but what bécame of her after. 
wards is not definitely known. 


MEAT FROM NEW ZEALAND. 


A Choice Lamb Exported Frozen Whole 
in a Block of Ice. 


Some eighteen years ago the flock owners 
of Australia, finding that there was a fair 
market in England for canned mutton, de- 
termined to try the experiment of exporting 
the fresh-killed meat in a frozen state

It was during the Chinese riots in Den- 


ver in- the year ’80, the bloodiest in its 
history, 


The forged Garfield-Morey letter had been 
flashed over the wires ‘and its contents 
served to fan into a raging fire the embers 
of hatred that had been smouldering in the 
breasts of many for the Chinese. 

Little groups of men gathered on the 
corners and in the saloons to discuss the 
letter. 


When evening came their numbers had in- 
creased until an angry mob filled the streets 
and made the air blue with its mutterings. 

When things had reached this stage a 

igantic cowboy in a red flannel shirt drove 
nto the crowd waving his lariat over his 
head and shouting. “‘Let’s burn the rats out 
of their holes.” This was all sufficient to 
infame the crowd to violence and to the 
Chinese quarter of the town they went. 

There were probably 500 Chinamen and 
Chinese women huddled together in a lot 
of dens covering an area of half a block. 
The different apartments were connected by 
narrow secret passages. 

These were typical dens of Chinese vice 
and crime, and the fumes of opium filled 
the air for a block away. It was a plague 
spot, and a menace to every self-respecting 
citizen. As the officers of the law fat- 
tened on it its denizens remained unmo- 
lested. 

To this place the mob rushed howling and 
crying for the “‘rats’”’ to be burned out.

olice, and the Chief appealed to the Sheriff.

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BONES OF A 
SBA SERPENT. 


THE CREATURE WAS SEVENTY 
FEET LONG AND LIVED IN 
PREHISTORIC TIMES. 


The sea serpent is largely a myth, but a 
recent find in Colorado goes to prove that in 
a prehistoric period the séa serpent really 
lived. An almost complete fossil skeleton 
consisting of 92 vertebrae parts of the skull, 
and arm bones, with several teeth was found 
and presented to the University of Denver. 
The creature in life must have been seventy 
feet long. Prof. Lee of the University thus 
writes of it: 

“The specimen is a gift to the-University 
from John Keegan, of Flagler. The manner 
in which it was found is interesting. One day 
& Mexican herdsman rode into Flagler and 
reported thathishorsestumbledand fell over 
a long string of bones. The man picked up 
one of the bones and was surprised to find it 
as heavy as stone. He carried a piece to the 


town, and Mr. Keegan saw that the bones 
might be of scient'fic interest. He drove to 
the place and found about twelve feet of the 
vertebral column lying on the ground, as it 
had lain through countless thousands of 
years, There it had been left when the rock 
decayed from around it. About four feet of 
the tail wag still embedded in the solid rock, 
This was carefully dug out, and the whole 
skeleton reserved. by Mr. Keegan, who sent 
it to the University. 

Mr. Keegan reports that while the spec!i- 
men was in his possession it was examined 
by several geologists. From them we learn 
that the bones are from the uppermost cre- 
taceous formation of that region. The place 
of preservation was too near the division be- 
tween cretaceous and tertiary rock that 
they could not determine the age, Further 
study, however, shows that the reptile is a 
cretaceous form. 

“During the cretaceous time, not only the 
greater part of Colorado, but the greater 
part of the western half of the conftinent, 
was a shallow sea, dotted here and there 
with islands. Those clumsy, overgrown 
monsters which we are familiar with as in- 
habitants of the Denver region, had reached 
their culmination, and were ready to pass 
out of existence forever as soon as the new 
conditions were inaugurated at the end of 
the age. Among these reptile forms 
we find the ancestors of the mod- 
ern serpents. During the _  cretaceous 

eriod the seas were inhabited. by 
ong, snake-like reptiles, called by 
Cope Pythonamorpha or Mesasauria 
He gives three genera—clidastes, platecar- 
pus and mesasuras. It is tn one of these 
genera or sea serpents that our monster 
must be placed. It is difficult to locate it 
definitely. because eo many of the 
characteristic parts are destroyed.

ARRIVES 0-DAY 


GRAND FREE STREET PARADE 
TO-MORROW MORNING. 


SOME WONDERFUL FEATURES. 


Barnum & Bailey’s Master of the 
Horse, John O’Brien, and His 
Equine Performers. 


The Barnum & Ralley ¢ircus will arrive 
in St. Louis this afternoon, and will begin 
to-morrow at Laclede and Grand avenues & 
series of performances, twice each day, at 
2 and 8 o’clock, that will conti:ue all the 
week. 

Little will be done at the grounds to-day 
except to get up enough of ine tenis fo 
shelter the stock and provide supper for 
the meff, for the show is not expected to 
arrive before 5 o’clock in the afternoon, the 
Sunday run being all the way from Louls- 
ville, with the necessity of stopping once 
to feed on the way. 

Circus week will be ushered in with a 
bustle to-morrow morning, when the rest of 
the tents will be put up and an early start 


made with the free street parade. This 
spectacle is advertised to leave the grounds 
at 8:30 o'clock, and will surely get away 
by 9, as there is a long route of two and 
one-half hours to be traversed. The parade 
will be led by a team of forty horses har- 
nessed to the band wagon and it will move 
east on Laclede avenue to Leffingwell ave- 
nue, thence to Walnut street, then to Eigh- 
teenth etreet, south to Chouteau avenue, 
east to Broadway, north to Franklin ave- 
nue, west to Twenty-third street, south to 
Washington avenue, west to Leffingwell 
avenue, south to Pine street, west to Grand 
avenue and south to the grounds. 

The show has a number of strong novel- 
ties that have been added since it was last 
seen in St, uis. In the menagerie tent, 
where the ethnological congress offered 
strange types of mankind for inspection, is 
now seen a collection of odd examples of 
humanity, such as the Missouri giantess, 
Ella Ewing, nearly nine feet tall, and Peter 
Adamson, the Russian midget, only twenty- 
two inches high, with a circus vaudeville 
company of fire-eaters, jugglers, magicians 
and players on odd musical instruments, 
both ancient -and modern. Johanna, the 
gorilla, eats like a human being, with a 
knife and fork, and plays comedy Irish 
characters for the delectation of the crowd. 
Johanna has been declared the most wonder- 
ful gorilla in captivity, and she nearest ap- 
proaches man in size and brain development. 

In the circus tent the trained horses will 
attract most attention, though in every de- 
partment Mr. Bailey believes that he has 
the best and most expensive performers to 
be found. The chief offering in the way of 
equine training is a performance by seventy 
thoroughbreds working in a single ring, and 
all of them in rapid motion all of the t:me. 

These horsés were trained and are ex- 
hibited by John O’Brien, the famous horse- 
trainer, who has been with the show for 
several years. Two summers ago, just be- 
fore the’ show closed for .-its season, Mr. 
O’Brien went to Mr. Bailey and said: ‘Mr. 
Balley, I have an idea in my head for a 
novel act, which I think would make a great 
sensation. I believe that I can teach fifty 
horses to perform in a single ring together, 
to form pyramids and to trot in different 
drections in concentric rings, giving a 
kaleidoscopic effect with their intricate 
movements,” * 

Mr. Bailey thought !{t over a few days, 
and then told O’Brien to go ahead. He 
workéd in the barn at Bridgeport. Ct., for 
three months, taking the horses singly by 
twos, by three, by half-dozens, and finally 
by fifties. By spring the whole group worked 
perfectly in the practice barn, but every 
one was afraid of the result when these 
high-bred and nervous animals should be 
brought out for the-#irst time in Madison 
Square Garden, withWe glare of the Night 
the noise of the ban@and the excitement ~ 
the crowds, and -he distractions of the 
property men and rigging for the acrobats, 
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FOR THE WEEK BEGINNING MONDAY MORNING, 
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and most intricate acts ever seen in a circus 
ring. - 

O’Brien declares that he is not yet satis- 
fied, but that next season he will work with 
100 horses, and Mr. Bailey has so much con- 
fidence in him that he will give him any- 
thing he asks for. 

The aerial teams with the show are the 
Dunhams, who do an aerial bar act that is 
famous among acrobats, with a gensational 
throwing act; the Silbons, whose fying trap- 
eze shows flights through the air for 
a greater distance than any other return 
team in the business, and whose throwing 
act is of a different style but ually sen- 
sational with that of the Dunhams and 
the Zedoras, doing a double return act, and 
coneluding it with the flight of the human, 
arrow, Alar. 

This pretty littleacrobat, slender and grace- 
ful, with long black hair, that falls in opu- 
lent profusion about her shoulders, and 
sparkling black eyes, has introduced a new 
sensation in this country. She climbs to a 
lofty perch, lies flat upon her face upon @& 
smooth plank, with her feet resting against 
a velvet covered block of wood attached to 
the string of a huge crossbow. Then she 
stiffens ther little body, extends her hands 
in front of her and cries in a soft girlish 
voice, ‘‘Ready.”’ A catch is pulled, the string 
of the bow sings as it cuts the air, and little 
Alar is hurled, rigid as a steel bar, head 
first through a paper target at which she 
had been carefully aimed, and sails through 
the air in a graceful curve to the other side 
of the big tent, where, just as she begins 
to descend, she is caught by another hand- 
some little woman, whose black hair also 
streams in the wind as she swings head 
downward, hanging from a. trapeze, which 
oscillates in such a manner that just at the 
right moment it brings the dangling woman 
within reach of the flying girl, and just as 
the spectators are wondering where the little 
one 1s going to land and how badly she will 
be ‘hurt, they see her safely dropped into a 
comfortable and inviting pair of arms. 

Alar is a girl of 17 years and weighs 8 
pounds. She ts one of the troupe of Ze- 
doras, and her act closes the aerial per- 
formance with which they astonish the 
audience.

LETTER TO JEFF DAVIS. 


What Former President Pierce Wrote 
Just Before the War Occurred. 


Capt. Jacob Sheppard, of Lawrenceburg, 
Ind., is in possession of an interesting let- 
ter written by former President Franklin 
Pierce to Jefferson Davis, just before the 
war: 

“CLARENDON HOTEL, January 6, 1860. 
—My Dear Friend—I wrote you an unsatis- 
factory note a day or two since. I have just 
had a pleasant interview with Mr. Shipley, 
whose courage and fidelity are equal to his 


learning and talents. He says he would 
rather fight the battle with you as the 
standard bearer in 180 than under 
the auspices of any other leader. 
This feeling and judgment of Mr, 
S. in this relation is, am confident, 
rapidly gaint ound in New England. 
Our peo -- are looking for the ‘coming man’ 
—one who is raised by all the elements of 
his character above the atmosphere ordi- 
narily breathed by politicians—a man nat- 
urally fitted for this emergency by his abi:- 
ity, courage, statesmanship an patriot- 


ism. 

“Col, Seymour (Thomas H.) arrived here 
this morning and expressed his views In this 
relation in almost the identical language 
used by Mr. Shpley. It is true that in the 
present state of things at Washington and 
throughout the country no man can predict 
what changes two or three months may 
bring forth. Let me suggest that in the 
runn debates in Congress public justice 
seemé to me not to have been done to the 
Democracy of the North.

The success attained in this experiment 
leads peyecs to hope that Roentgen pic- 
tures for the entire adult skeleton, taken at 
one exposure, will soon become a part of 
the ordinary curriculum of X-ray work in 
our hospitals. They will be an important 
aid to diagonsis.

WEEKLY RESUME OF USEFUL 
THINGS ON WHICH PATENTS 
HAVE BEEN GRANTED. 


One of the newest appliances.for use in 
a bake-shop consists of a machine which 
takes the whole wheat and. grinds it, 
mixes water with it and kneads it into 
dough ready for the oven. 

A newly-designed holder for grasping @n 
ear of corn for eating consists of a pair of 
tongs, with handles at one end and a pair 
of jaws at the other, fitted with sharp teeth 
to grip the cob. 

A new bicycle lamp which can not fail to 
give sufficient warning to pedestrians is 
fitted with a revolving wheel in front of the 
light, in which panes of colored glass are 
fitted to flash different colored lights. 

To prevent the hands of cyclers from 
becoming burnt while riding in the sun 
a wire frame, covered with a light fabric, 
is attached to the bar near each handle, 
to project over the hands and keep the 


sun off. 

To assist in stirring the clothes in the 
boiler on wash day and lifting them’ out 
when they are sufficiently boiled, a new 
clothes stick is attached to the boiler by 


a —e. and pivoted so it can be raised and 


lowere 

A new safety snap hook has a sliding 
bolt in the side surrounded by a spring to 
force it out against ‘the point of the hook, 
where it is locked fast by means of a re- 
volving cap fitted with a slot to engage the 
end of the bolt. 

An adjustable spaner for use in tightening 
bicycle bearings and the like has a hook 
with a projecting knob at the end and a 
screw in the side, which can be turned until 
coe spans fits the cone of nut to be tight- 
ene 

Race-track annunciators are being made 
which are designed to indicate the number 
of each horse, the name of its rider and the 
time the race is to begin, with movable fig- 
ures to indicate the time and winner of 
each race. 

A device to prevent hens from setting, re- 
cently patented, consists of a cloth hood 
to go over the head with an aperture for 
the comb and eyes, the intention being to 
keep the head upright ‘and not allow it to 
drop down.

a sliding ring. 
To prevent a washboard from sliding 
clothes it is pivoted to.a frame pressed into 
the bottom of the tub, the pivots making it 
easy to raise the board to remove the 
clothes under it. 

To deaden the noise of steam from the 
exhaust b pary of steam engines a muffler, 
composed «of concentric chambers to re- 
ceive the steam, is placed on the end of 
the pipe, thus spreading the steam and 
lowering its -preseure. 

To keep a broom in shape and the ends 
even a wire bridle is formed of two U- 
shaped bales, extending downward from the 
head of the bridles to hold an oblong frame 
in position near the loose ends and keep 
them straight. 

A newly designed bust form for dress- 
makers’ use is made of a series of non- 
collapsible rigid vertical stays, with adjus- 
table cross-bands attached by meane of 
clamps, so they can be expanded until the 
proper shape and size is obtained. 

A new medica] inhaler for diseases of the 
head and throat pasages is composed of a 
waterproof fabric, to be stretched over the 
mouth and nose, with an atomizer at one 
side to produce vapor from the medicine 
for the patient to breathe. .

Pens are. easily cleaned and kept in order 
by a simple device designed to be attached 
to the«ink well, consisting of expansible 
body portion of spring metal to fit the 
mouth of the well, with an upwafdly-ex- 
tending lip, formed of layers of fabric, 
which can be quickly replaced when they 
become dirty. 

A new tool for use in mending punctures 
in pneumatic tires is composed of a reser- 
voir to hold the cement, with a hollow 
needle at the end, which is inserted in the 
puncture and the reservoir squeezed to force 
the cement into the tire, after which the 
needle is withdrawn and the plug forced in. 

For use in laying carpets and nailing them 
a new device has a long handle with an in- 
terior sliding rod, having a knob at the 
upper end and projecting to the lower end 
of the handle to drive a tack as it falls into 
position at the end from a slotted magazine 
above, a flat toothed stretcher being at- 
tached near the end of the driver. 

For use in the army when on the march 
or for summer camping parties a newly- 
patented stove has a mess-chest com- 
bined with it, one end of the chest being 
fitted with a grate for the fire and lids in 
the top, and the other end containing a 
series of drawers or shelves to hold the 
provisions, the whole being locked together 
for transportation. 

Electricity can be used for farming pur-

Tho June number of Harper's Magazine 
will be distinguished by the first install- 
ment of a new novél by Frank R. Stockton, 
“The Great Stone of Sardis,”’ dealing in, the 
humorist's most whimsical vein with events 
in the Twentieth century, including a sub- 
marine expedition to the North Pole. 


Mr. Stockton is ‘an industrious novelist. 


He began writing his quaint and usually 
clever stories twenty-seven years ago, and 
has seen thirty-one of his books success- 
fully launched by the publishers. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons have just issued 
his latest, which is called “‘A Story Teller’s 
Pack,” and contains ten short stories, 


which the Chap Book very unkindly calls 
his ‘“‘remnants and misfits.”” Can the Chap 
Book critic write better stories, or as good? 
Certainly some of these stories do not show 
Stockton at his best, but they are infinitely 
better than a great many of the stories that 
come out in book form every month. The 
Chap Book cleverly describes the ‘‘Stock- 
ton types,’ to be found in nearly all this 
writer’s stories.
